SPINE PATCHED—MAY LIVE. 


Philadelphia Surgeons Remove Shat- 
tered Parts of Patient’s Backbone.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 23.—The life of 
John Bradley may be saved as the result 
of a delicate and remarkable operation 
performed to-day at S8t. Joseph's Hos- 
pital, where the physicians removed two 
shattered bones from his spine and gave 
him the use of his legs. Bradley was 
crushed by being caught in a printing 
press at an establishment near Sixth and 
Chestnut Streets eight months ago. 

Examination showed that the spinal 
column had been broken in two places 
a few inches above the waist line and it 
wag feared for a time that nothing could 
be done to save his life. For eight 
months he lay ona water mattress un- 
able to move his legs. His condition 
gradually improved until a few days ago 
when it was found that gangrene had ap- 
peared. 

An operation was performed by Dr. 
Spellissy, who removed two incher of 
the spine from each end of the break. 
It required four hours of tedious work 
to perform the delicate task, and, despite 
tne long period which he was under ether, 
the patient rallied wonderfully when the 
operation was completed. 

The physicians say that they have every 


reason to believe that it will be suc- 
cessful.

Mr. Mondell 
interrupted him several times and in reply 
to one of the interruptions Mr. Wicker- 
sham shouted: 

‘If you had this bill applied to Wyom- 
ing, you would never come back to this 
House.,”’ 

After a general discussion, the two 
were bickering as to whether or not there 
was at this time any coal lands in 
Alaska which had not been claimed by 
entrymen. Mr. Mondell declared that 
there was a great quantity of land to be 
protected by the proposed bill, and Mr. 
Wickersham said that all coal land had 
been practically surrendered to claiin- 
ants. 

“The gentleman fs mistaken as to his 
facts,”” shouted the Alaskan delegate. 
‘ That shows how little he knows about 
the true situation in Alaska.” 

Mr. Mondell said his statement was 
made on the authority of the Interior 
Department, whereupon Delegate Wick- 
ersham produced a letter signed by Sec- 
retary Ballinger, which purported to con- 
tradict Mondell. At this point the offi- 
cial record reads: 

“* He is a Har, that ts all,” shouted Mr. 
Mondell. 

“You are a Har, if you say that, that 
is all,”’ retorted Mr. Wickersham, and 
jumped toward Mondell. The excitement 
was @il over in two minutes. 

On the motion of Representative Taw- 
ney of Minnesota the entire record of 
the affair wag read by the stenographer 
from the Clerk’s desk. At the conclusion 
of the reading Mr. Mondell arose and 
apologized freely for his use of the word 
“liar,” declaring that, while he had not 
used it in debate, regreted having used 
it at all. 

The opponents of the Mondell bill then 
proceeded to denounce it from every 
standpoint. Representatives James of 
Kentucky, on the Democratic side, and 
Poindexter of Washington, Lenroot of 
Wisconsin, and Morse of Wisconsin, of the 
insurgent Republican faction, spoke 
against the measure. Mr. Mondell en- 


deavored to swing the tide back by a 


fervid plea for the measure as conserva- 
tion legislation. He was unsuccessful, and 
by a vote of 32 to 151 the House killed the 
measure. 


STARVED IN LIGHTHOUSE, DIES 


Assistant Was Left Alone on Green 
Ledge for Eleven Days. 


NARRAGANSETT PIER, R. I., Feb. 23. 
~The privations endured by Leroy C. 
Loughborough, when he was left alone 
last March for eleven days, most of the 
time without food, water, or fvel, on 
Green Ledge Lighthouse, off South Nor- 
walk, Corn., resulted in his death last 
night at the home of his father at Point 
Judith, where he had been ill since his 
rescue. He was 27 years old. 

Loughborough, who was the assistant 
keeper of the light, was left alone when 


the keeper went ashore to buy provisions, 
The keeper failed to return, and in 








a 
short time the scanty supplies of food and 


fuel were exhausted. or several days 
Loughborough waited, suffering from 
hunger and exposure, for some one to 


come to his rescue. After eleven days a 


revenue cutter, coming to the lighthouse 


to investigate why the beacon was not 
burning, found the assistant keeper, his 
life nearly spent, lying beside the lighting 
apparatus. 
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CHICAGO, Feb. 23.—A series of riots 
occurred to-night when Count Albert Ap- 
pony! addressed the American Societies 
Federation at the Fine Arts Hall on 
Michigan Boulevard. The Count was en- 
tertained at dinner by Mr. nd Mrs. 
Harold McCormick, and did not reach 
the hall until 10 o’clock. 

Soon after he began his address ten 
Socialistic Slavs were ejected by plain 
clothes men for interrupting the speaker. 
Another disturbance occurred when .the 
Count was presented with a watch as a 
mark of esteem, and a panic ensued 
which made it necessary for the police 
to form a circle around the speaker. The 
cries of defiance and abuse made the 
tumult worse, and attempts were made 
to break through the police line and 
seize the Count. 

He was hurried to his automobile, which 
started up Van Buren Street, but at the 
corner of State Street the machine was 
surrounded by a howling mob. The police 
used their clubs and drove back the crowd 
after severe fighting. Several times the 
assailants climbed up the running board 
of the car and seized the Count, and but 
for reinforcements from the Harrison 
Street Station they would undoubtedly 
have dragged him to the street. 

The crowd had become so large that it 
became necessary to charge with drawn 
clubs, and many heads were struck. Three 
arrests were made. Friends of the prison- 
ers attempted to rescue them in front of 
the Chicago Club, and a general scrim- 
mage took place. After fifteen minutes 
of intense excitement the police drove 
back the crowd and reached the station 
with their prisoners. 

After the crowd in the hall had been 
driven to the street, two bombs were 
discovered on the floor and were taken 
to the Harrison Street Station. 

Count Apponyl escaped without injury. 
He said he hardly realized how serious 
was the attack until it was over, be- 
cause of the silence. No fire arms were 
used and only an occasional shout or im- 
precation told of the suppressed excite- 
ment as the mob surged around him. 
Even on the street the only sounds were 
the groans of some unlucky rioter when 
felled by a policeman’s club and the oc- 
easional cry of “‘hypocrite,”’ directed at 
Apponyl by excited Slavs.

The two reports consider the roads’ al- 
legation of need of greater revenye for 
the support of railroad credit and for ac- 
cumulating larger surpluses. They con- 
sider also the asserted right of a railroad 
to increase rates because of increased 
value; the railroad theory of rate mak- 
ing; the tendency and effect of railroad 
regulation by the Federal Government; 
the cost of service as a factor in making 
rates; the value of railroads on the basis 
of the cost of reproduction; increases in 
the cost of material, fuel and labor, and 
the experience of the roads during the 
last six months under increased wage 
schedules. Commissioner Lane went fully 
into each of these matters. Commissoner 
Prouty took up for detailed consideration 
the affairs of each of three great rail- 
road systems in his territory, the New 
York Central, Baltimore & Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania. At practically all points 
the conclusions expressed by the two 
Commissioners coincide. 


No Definite Order Yet. 


The commission does not now make a 
definite order in the case. It simply noti- 
fies the railroads concerned that it dis- 
approves of the proposed increases and 
that if by March 10 they have not with- 
drawn the new tariffs the commission 
will further suspend them, make’ appro- 
priate finding, and issue an order direct- 
ing the mainténance of the present rates 
for a period of two years. 

The burden of the argument of both 
Commissioners is that the proposed in- 
erease of rates is not justified because, 
whereas operating expenses have wun- 
doubtedly increased greatly in the last 
few years, operating revenues have shown 
an even greater increase. The railroads 
have profited by Government regulation, 
which has prevented their cutting their 
own throats by the ruinous competition 
of rebates, and now they must not seek 
to use their freedom from competition to 
make the public pay further. The con- 
tention that the roads need money for 
development and that their credjt must 
be maintained throughout the world so 
that they can continue to supply capital 
by borrowing is met by the statement 


‘that in the last ten years they have bor- 


rowed four. and a half billions, and that 
their interest rate now is less than it waa 
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mitted at once by the Commissioners 
that it is absolutely essential to preserve 
the roads, to develop and build them up, 
and to maintain their credit. But it is 
contended that the proposed increase of 
rates is not necessary to do that. 

Some consideration evidently has been 
given to the contention of Louis Bran- 
Geis that inefficiency of management is

No Increases Needed Now. 


The Commissioners find that the roads 
Go mot need the proposed increases to 
maintain their credit or to keep them 
from temporary trouble during a possible 
‘period of lean years. But it is pointed 
out that if in the future a situation de- 
vyelops where there is a real need of in- 
creased rates, another application to the 
commission may meet with a different 
reception. 

So far as the Commerce Commission is 
eoncerned, this seems to end the present 
matter. What the roads will do next re- 
mains to be seen. It is not clear just 
how they oan proceed to seek relief in 
court from the decision of the Commerce 
Commission. Recent decisions of the Su- 
preme Court have indicated clearly that 
the court will hold the decisions of ‘the 
Commerce Commission on questions of 
fact to be final, and not subject to re- 
view. The tendency of the Supreme 
Court in its later decisions has been 
steadily in that_direction. But the roads 
may find some way. It is not believed 
here that they will be willing to drop the 
fight until the last resource has been ex- 
heusted. 

In the case of the Railroad Commission 
of Texas against the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé Railway and other carriers, 
known popularly as the Southwestern 
rate case, the commission declined to dis- 
turb the commodity rates or the first- 
class rates complained of. The defend- 
ants are ordered, however, to reduce the 
second-class rates, which were increased 
from $1.21 to $1.29, to $1.25. 

Both the Eastern and Western cases 
were brought to public attention in the 
Spring of 1910. Just prior to the enact- 
ment of the existing Inter-State Com- 
merce law, which, in part, became effec- 
tive on June 18, 1910, the railways of of- 
ficial classification territory—41 in all— 
and those of Western Trunk Line Asso- 
ciation territory filed with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission tariffs making 
general increases in their freight rates. 

The tariffs filed by the Eastern lines 
increased the first-class rate between 
New York and Chicago points 15 cents a 


hundred ounds—from 75 cents to 90 
cents, and made proportional advances 
on the other five classes. Some advances 
ulso were mace on commodity rates, but 
the great bulk of the commodity tonnage 
of freight was not disturbed. The pro- 
posed advances affected approximately 
i5 per cent. of the total freight tonnage. 

Approximately the same amount of ton- 
nage was affected by the increases pro- 
posed by the Western lines, but the class 
rates were not affected in any way. Com- 
modities alone were increased, the aver- 
age advance on about 180 different ar- 
ticles being ‘substantiaHy 16 per. cent., 
the increase varying from about 4 per 
cent. in some cases to 50 per cent. in 
others. 

At the time the tariffs were filed the 
comission had no authority to suspend ad- 
vances in rates pending an investigation 
of their reasonableness: but after confer- 
ences with the commission and with Pres- 
ident Taft the railway officials agreed 
voluntarily to suspend the rates until 
Aug. 1. Meantime, on June 18, the pres- 
ent 1aW Was passed giving the commission 
power to suspend rates. Subsequently the 
proposed tariffs were again suspended 
voluntarily, first until Nov. 1 and later 
until Feb. 1, 1911. The commission found 
itself unable physically to conclude its 
consideration of the cases by Feb. 1, and 
again the rates were suspended until 
March 15. 


LANE TELLS OF PROSPERITY. 








Cites Figures of Railway Finance to 
Show Increases Are Not Needed. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Commissien- 
er Lane’s opinion covering the Western 
cases began by showing that for more 
than twenty vears Congress, fixing the 
measure of the carrier’s charge at ‘‘ just 
and reasonable rates,’’ had placed no 
check upon the initiative of the carrier in 
establishing such rates. So long as the 
tendency of rates was downward that 
condition continued, but when the roads 
ceased to compete by cutting rates, the 
opposite tendency begam. The report con- 
tinued: 

“Net revenues increased, the stronger 
roads of higher credit absorbed the small- 
er, new lines were projected by the great- 
ér roads, small lines were articulated into 
large and conrected systems, and with the 


development on the part of the carriers 


of the advantages of concord came an 


evident determination not only to make 
rates stable, but, if possible, to bring 
about their increase. 

“With such a history before it, Con- 
gress deemed it advisable to lodge vith 
this commission, which alone under the 
Abilene case (204 U. S., 426) has power 
to determine the reasonableness of & rate, 
the power to restrain for a time an in- 
creased rate until a determination can be 
had as to whether this rate conforms to 
the requirement of the statute or is but 
the evidence of the exercise of an arbi- 
trary power. 


Powers of the Commission. 


“The question before the commission is 
that which would have arisen had these 
rates gone into effect and a formal] com- 
plaint been made againét them as unjust 
and unreasonable. We must regard the 
problems presented to us from as many 
standpoints as there are public interests 
involved. The reasonableness of a rate is 
to be determined by no mere mathematical 
calculation, though figures of cost and 
revenue must play a not inconsiderable 
part in arriving at a final judgment. 
Wise men may differ as to what a ‘ just 
and reasonable rate’ is under given con- 
ditions. The unrestricted power to make 
rates, however, should not rest in the 
hands of those whose tendency must be 
by reason of human nature, to exact to 
the limit the highest return that can be 
procured. 

** Reasons of public policy demand that 
there shall be a check placed upon a 
power which may be perverted and thus 
brought to restrict and embarrass com- 
merce rather: than increase and develop 
it. Every rate question, therefore, is a 
public ‘question—this is the underlying 
principle of the act to r ate com- 
merce and of all similar legislation con- 
trolling public utilities. ‘The assumption 
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to sounds ominous, coming, as it did, in 
year of unexampled railroad earnings. 
For it is a fact, demonstrable from the 
figures gathered by this commission, that 
at no time in the history of American 
railroads have they yielded such profits 
Or was their prospect more fair than in 
the fiscal year that closed June 30, 1910. 
‘The primary impression of the com- 
mission was that these increased rates 
were impelled by the ‘ higher cost of liv- 
ing’ to the railroads; that they were 
merely the outgrowth of the increased 
cost of supplies, fuel, and labor. But no 
sooner was the investigation under way 
than these matters were entirely subordi- 
nated. It became manifest that the pur- 
pose of the carriers was not so much to 
secure approval of these specific rates as 
to discover the mind of the commission 
with respect to the policy which the car- 
riers might in future pursue, and to se- 
cure, if possible, some commitment on 
our part as to a Nation-wide policy which 
would give the carriers a loose rein. 


Consideration for Railways. 


** We must be conscious in our consider- 
ation of these rate questions of their ef- 
fect upon the policy of the railroads and 
ultimately upon the welfare of the State. 
This country cannot afford to have poor 
railroads, insufficiently equipped, unsub- 


stantially built, carelessly operated. We 
need the best of service. Our railroad 
management should be the most pro- 
gressive. It should have wide latitude 
for experiment. It should have such en- 
couragement as would attract the im- 
agination of both the engineer and the 
investor. Nevertheless, it is likewise to 
be remembered that the Government has 
not undertaken to become the directing 
mind in railroad management. We are 
not the managers of the railroads. And 
no matter what the revenue they may 
receive there can be no control placed 
by us upon its expenditure, no improve- 
ments directed, no economies enforced. 

“Whatever of doubt has arisen in the 
public mind respecting: the value of our 
railroad securities has come, we are con- 
vinced, rather from the too reckless pol- 
icy of stock manipulators parading under 
the title of financiers than from any 
course of Governmental policy on the part 
of the American people. 

“The railroads make complaint that 
they no longer have a free hand. Yet the 
fact is that they have fared better under 
such control as that to which they are at 
present subjected than under a preceding 
régime of laissez faire. 

“On July 1, 1001, there were in the 
United States reporting to this commis- 
sion 195,561 miles of railroad, vielding a 
gross operating revenue of $1,572,060,868, 
or $8,043 per mile. The net operating 
revenues of these roads amounted to 
$577,221,171, or $2,951 per mile. Coming 
forward ten years to July 1, 1910, we 
find that the mileage of our roads in- 
creased to 238,411 miles, which ylelded 
for the preceding fiscal year a total gross 
income of $2,818,411,419, or $11,822 per 
mile. The net operating revenues reached 
the unparalleled figure of $932,848.978 or 
$3,013 per operated mile, an increase of 
nearly 33 per cent. in net per mile over 
the figures of but ten years ago. 

$109,000,000 Net Revenue Gain. 

“A gain of over $109,000,000 in net rev- 
enue was made by the railroads of this 
country in the last year. A sum four 
times as great as the total paid by the 
United States for Alaska, the Louisiana 
purchase, and Florida, combined, was 
added ta the net profits of our carriers in 
one year over and above the profits of 
the preceding year. And the mileage op- 
erated was but 3,000 miles greater in 
the one year than in the other. With an 
increase of 38,000 miles between 1902 and 
1910 the net revenues received from the 
operation of our railroads increased over 
$300,000,000. 

‘‘Coming to a consideration of the re- 
stocks we find a result equally gratify- 
ing. It is almost axjomatic that the in- 
vestment in an American railroad is not 
represented by its capitalization. 
generalization is subject to few excep- 
tions. This commission cannot adopt cap- 
italization as representing either invest- 
ment or value. As conservative an au- 
thority as Judge Noyes may be quoted 
to the effect that ‘stocks are watered, 
anticipated profits are capitalized in ad- 
vance, a large volume of securities is 
deemed desirable for speculative pur- 
poses Therefore,’ he says, ‘* fictitious 
capitalization is not an element of value. 
The amount of the standing stocks and 
bonds is seldom any true measure of 
worth. A railroad cannot by the manu- 
facture of paper securities impose upon 
the public the burden of making them 
pay real profits.’ 


How Railroads Have Gained, 


‘‘Bearing this thought In mind, let us 
glance at the following summary, show- 
ing the amount and percentage of capital 
stock upon which dividends were declared 
between the years 1888 and 1910: 


Per oent. 
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“This table, it will be observed, begins 
with the first year after the act to 
regulate commerce took effect. At that 
time but 38 per cent. of the stock of 
American railroads was paying dividends. 
The amount paid was in round figures, 
$80,000,000 per year. Passing over the 
vears of tndustrial panic and coming to 
the yvear 1900 we find 45 per cent. of 
the stock paying dividends amounting to 
$1239,600,000. These dividends were paid 
upon stock having a par value of $2,669,- 
000,000 upon which the average rate paid 
was 5.23 per cent. In 1910, however, the 
amount of stock paying dividends had 
increased to nearly $5,500,000,000, or more 
than double what it was in 1900; the ac- 
tual amount paid in dividends had in- 
creased to $405,000,000, or nearly three 
times the amount paid in 1900, and the 
average rate had increased over 42 per 
cent. 

“Thus we see that at the very time 
that the carriers in the East and in the 
West were taking united action to in- 
crease their rates, they were compiling 
their annual, statements, which show 
from the standpoint of net revenue and 
of dividerids upon stocks the railroads of 
the United States as a whole have never 
before prospered—not even in the heyday 
of 1907—as they did in 1910, which, be it 
remarked, was but two years removed 
from the financial panic of 1907-8. 


Western Roads’ Prosperity. 


Mr. Lane takes up “the financial for- 
tune of the Western carriers, specifically 
involved in this proceeding.” Saying the 
territory is served chiefly by a few large 
carriers, he discusses the affairs of the 
Santa Fé, Burlington, Northwestern,’ St. 


Paul, Rock Island, and Alton systems. 
‘*In 1901 these six roads paid dividends 
of $26,000,000,"" he says. ‘‘ Ten years later 
these roads paid more than twice that 
amount in dividends. At the close of the 
first half of the decade they were paying 
in dividends over $35,000,000, and at the 
close of the second half of the decade 
they were paying $20,000,000 in addition. 
“These are the figures as to dividends, 
but they do not represent the net profits— 
and net profits, it is not to be forgotten, 
are the profits of the stockholders—all 
operating expenses, (maintenance charges 
ncluded, having béen deducted, also 
rien and all interest on bonded debt. 
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-Of $14,000,000, 

_** While the balance was but $14,000,000 
(in 1910, it is worth while noting that main- 
i tenance charges in 1910 were nearly $115.,- 
900,000, as against $18,000,000 less the -pre- 
,;ceding year. lf maintenance charges had 
‘in the last year been no greater than they 
were in 1909, the balance would have been 
nearly $30,000,000, 

“These maintenance totals are inter- 
esting as indicating the policy of these 
roads—to keep equipment, track, and 
structures up to perfect condition out of 
operating revenues before the net profits 
are found. 

“The traffic of the year assumes this 
‘burden. Jan, 1, 1891. to June 380, 1900, 
}4.8 per cent per annum; 1901-1910, 7.725 

per cent. per annum. The total amount 
of dividends paid during the period of 56 
years is $220,345,646.70.”’ 

. ‘Faking up the matter of credit he says: 
| ‘There surely is no better way to meas- 
jure the faith of a people in an enterprise 
|than by discovering how large a volume 
(of their savings they have been willing to 
invest in it. 
|_ “*The reports of the railroads of the 
; United States show that while in 1890 the 
‘total bonded debt was $5,518,943,172, upon 
‘which interest amounting to $251,158,087 
‘was paid, in 1909 the total bonded indebt- 
,edness had increased to $9,801,590,390, and 
ithe amount of interest paid to $382,675,101, 
, While in this time (ten years, 1899-1909) 
‘the amount of road had increased, includ- 
ling all track, from 244,820 miles to 332,955 





| miles, or, otherwise stated, the railroads’ 


‘of the United States in ten years floated 
‘mortgage bonds upon their property to the 
extent of upward of four and a@ quarter 
billions of dollars. Their mortg ndebt- 
edness increased 77 per cent., while their 
mileage increased but 36 per cent., and 
on this mortgage debt Interest was paid 
in 1899 at the rate of 4.55 per cent., while 
in — it was paid at the rate of 8.99 per 
cent. 


Huge Railway Borrowings. 


“These figures are incomprehensible. 
Our railroads borrowad upon mortgage in 


the National debt at the close of the 
clvil war.” 

Mr. Lane cites the fact that six of the 
Western roads have borrowed in the last 


ten years. over $450,000,000—more than 
the United States Government estimates 
will be necessary to build the Panama 
Canal. 

“The greater part of these stocks and 
bonds were uttered at a time when rates 
were much less fixed and stable than they 
are, to-day—when operating revenues 
were not so great and return upon either 
stocks or bonds less assured than they 
are at present,’’ says Mr. Lane. ‘‘ What 
reason, therefore, is there to fear that 
needed capital may not be secured in the 
future? The price of bonds, to be sure, 
has fallen, but it would appear that the 
investing public regards the bonds of 
these railroads with greater favor than 
the bonds of most of the largest and 
strongest municipalities in the country. 

‘“‘It is undoubtedly a matter of public 
importance that the credit of our rail- 
roads shall be first-class. They should 
be able to borrow money at rates as 
low as the most stable of our greatest 
industries, and the most solvent of our 
- ar aan ate this they are able to 
oO. 

Mr. Lane then considers the question of 
surplus, saying: 

‘* Notwithstanding the unquestioned lib- 
ecrality of the policy of the railroads 
toward themselves im charging main- 
tenance expenditures to o ee | ex- 
peases, the carriers of the United States 
lave accumulated unappropriated surplus 
aAmounting to $800,462,928, whereas in 
1899 this surplus as given in the books 
of the carriers was but $194,106,367. In 
ten years, with an increasing rate of 
dividend and as maintenance 
charges and a vastly increased fixed 
charge for interest, these carriers had 
accumulated a surplus of $606,586,556, or 
an increase of 312 per cent. over 1899, 
while the mileage had increased only 36 
per cent. Is it too much to say that facts 
are a complete answer to those who per- 
sistently ‘view with alarm’ the outlook 
for Amertcan railroads? 

‘The railroads in this proceeding have 
failed to show thrt their credit has sf- 
fered for lack of _urplus. The total] sur- 
plus of the railroads under consideration, 
operating at present an aggregate mile- 
age, single track, of 40,000 miles, has 
grown from $108,000,000 in 1901 to $242,- 
(000,000 in 1910. If we take the unap- 
propriated surplus in the United States for 
1900 we find that these six roads having 
i but one-sixth of the mileage of the coun- 
try show approximately one-quarter of 
the total unappropriated surplus. 

‘ There is much persuasiveness in the 
argument that a surplus should be per- 
mitted to accumulate which shall be in a 
sense a public fund out of which the car- 
rier may create facilities which will pro- 
duce more efficient and setisfactory serv- 
ice without adding to the lHiabilitv of the 
road and without creating an additional 
value in the road which may call for a 
ecraater return in rates. This suggestion 
has much that is fundamental in it. It 
looks toward an adiustment between the 
‘public and the carriers that would be 
fair and profitable to both. It is an ex- 
pression of an appreciation by a public 
service corporation of the philosophy upon 
which public regulation of carriers is 
based. 

** Moreover, 








some method must be 
found under which a carrier by its own 
efficiency of management shall profit. 
A premium must be put upon efficiency 
in the operation of the American rail- 
road. Rates cannot be Increased with 
each new demand of labor or because of 
wasteful, corrupt, or indifferent manage- 
| ment, nor should rates be reduced with 
each succeeding improvement in method. 
'The standard of rates must be so high 
lthat the needed carrier which serves its 
| public with honesty and reasonable ef- 
ort, may live. And yet rates should be 
still so much below the possible maxi- 
mum as to give high and exceptional re- 
ward to the especially capable managce- 
ment, the well-co-ordinated force and 
plant, This is the ideal, unrealizable per- 
haps, but it points the way. 
‘TInsistent appeal is made 
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of poser shall be laid down in this case 
which will justify existing roads in ex- 
tending their lines into territory now in- 
sufficiently supplied. This may be done, 
the carriers say, by allowing them to 
amass a large surplus and which will so 
establish their credit that money may be 
had at the lowest possible rate for such 
development. No such projected enter- 
prises in the concrete have been brought 
to our attention. And doubt may well be 
felt as to whether the shipper of to-day 
should bear a burden itn the rate that he 
pays for the purpose of enabling an 
existing carrier to borrow money at a 
lower rate than would be extended to 
another promoter invading the same ter- 
ritory. At any rate, no policy should be 
adopted more certain to insure to exist- 
ing lines & monopoly of all possible 
opportunity for railroad extension than 
one which would make railrad building 
possible only to those who could guar- 
antee returns upon securities out of roads 
already constructed. This, however,, we 
do not take to be the prime function of a 
railroad surplus. 

“A railroad is justified, no doubt, itn 
maintaining a surplus which will insure 
dividends to its stockholders during ten 
years; and it may accumulate through 
the years funds to meet obsolescence in 
— unless this charge is taken care of 
n maintenance. The one other legitimate 
end for which a surplus may In reason be 
accumulated is to supply facilities in the 
nature of luxuries, which can not be made 
to yield® adequate return upon the capital 
invested. This would appear to be as 
broad a definition of a legitimate surplus 
as could be desired, and when we con- 
sider that the maintenance accounts of 
these carriers practically rebuild the roads 
every ten years, it seems to be as broad 
a definition as necessity would require. 
Such a surplus gives strength and tone 
to the securities of a carrier. It invigor- 
ates and stimulates the management, and 
certainly such g surplus the more normal]- 
ly capitalized of these roads at present 
before us are already accumulating with 
exceptional and quite remarkable celerity, 
Surely in the presence of these reserves 

ken from the rate payers in the past ten 
years it is not reasonable to ask them to 
contribute more largely for the creation 
of a still greater surplus.”’ 

Treating at length the claim of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Rallroad that 
it is entitled as a matter of legal right 
to raise its rate so as to compensate it 
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as tO the questions of law 
and fact upon which the commission could 
enter. We have before us a property con- 
structed by private persons under authori- 
ty of government to he devoted to a 
public use. These private persons invest 
in that property the issues of certain sales 
of stocks or bonds, amounting to $258,- 
000,000. 

“They capitalize this property at $320,- 
000,000, one-third of which capitalization 
is represented by stock, and two-thirds 
by bonds; they carry upon their books 
the cost of road and equipment at $364,- 
000,000; and they now insist that the law 
gives them the right to a return upon 
$530,000, 000. 

‘* Under its present capitalization, ($110,- 
000,000 of which was in stock,) this cor- 
poration had available for distribution as 
dividends $13,975,620 in the year 1910, or 
12.61 per eent. on its capital stock out- 
standing. 

“This, says the Burlington, is an in- 
sufficient return, because it is based upon 
a capitalization which represents much 
less than value, and the courts have de- 
cided that under the Constitution proper- 
ty of this character is entitled to a reas- 
onable return upon the present fair value 
of its property employed in the service of 
the public. . 

“If the position of the Burlington is 
sound, and is a precise expression of what 
our courts will hold to be the law, then 
as we are told there is certainly the dan- 
ger that we may never expect railroad 
rates to be lower than they are at pres- 
ent. On the contrary, there is the un- 
welcome promise made in this case that 
they will continuously advance. In the 
face of such an economic philosophy, if 
stable and equitable rates are to be main- 
tained, the suggestion has been made that 
it would be wise for the Government to 
protect its people by taking to itself these 
properties at present value, rather than 
await the day, perhaps thirty or fifty 
years hence, when they will have multi- 
plied in value ten or twenty fold.” 


Against Public Policy. 


“Yt is idle to spend time in nice proo- 
esses of reasoning over such a condition 
of fact. Public policy—the welfare of the 
State—forbids the adoption of any such 
working theory. Any new money put 


into the property, whether derived from 
the sale of securities or from surplus, 
which might have been applied to divi- 
dends, represents new value—an addition 
to the property—and on this addition the 
stockholders interested are entitled to 2 
reasonable return if that can be had for 
an additional service given, but it is not 
equitable that because the Directors of 
a corporation see fit to distribute to the 
stockholders less than the amount which 
the company earns and may be applied 
to dividends, the shippers who made this 
large dividend and surplus possible shall 
be increasingly taxed in geometrical pro- 
gression to make return upon it. 

‘*New improvements should bring new 
revenue. The risk of the stockholders 
investing their money in these improve- 
ments is the same risk that they took 
when they invested their original funds 
in the original property. But because 
traffic grows and a railroad endeavors 
to meet it, are rates to steadily rise? 
The State of Illinois may add a hundred 
millions in value to the Burlington Road 
by a donation of water front for a ter- 
minal. Would this justify rates higher 
than before the gift? 

‘Our position is that a railroad may 
not increase rates upon shippers for the 
reason and as an outgrowth of the fact 
that it has accumulated out of rates a 
balance of profit which has been invest- 
ed in the property. This investment must 
take care of itself; it must bring a return 
for itself, either in increased traffic or 
in the reduction of expenses of opera- 
tion. There is no justification for the 
investment of this surplus if it is to have 
the effect of increasing the rates upon 
the shippers over the original line. If 
the theory is to be recognized that by 
increasing the value of their property by 
putting back operating revenue into the 
property a carrier may as a legal right 
increase rates, therm the shipper is worse 
off each time he pays a rate which al- 
lows a revenue over and above a rea- 
sonable return on the original invest- 
ment.”’ 

Mr. Lane next discusses the relation be- 
tween ‘‘ Reasonable rate'’’ and ‘‘ Cost of 
service. ”’ President Ripley defined a 
rensonable rate as one that the traffic 
will bear and still move most freely. 
Commissioner Lane says: 

‘‘Rates being made upon this theory, 
the function of the traffic manager is 
that of a statesman: he determines zones 
of production and consumption, the profits 
of the producer, and the cost to the con- 
sumers; he makes his rates, if he so 
jlease, to offset and nullify the effect of 
mport duties and determine the extent 
and character of our foreign markets. 

‘To make rates for transportation based 
solely upon the ability of the shipper to 
pay those rates is to make the charge 
for transportation depend upon the cost 
of production rather than upon the cost of 
carriage—to measure a public service by 
the economies practiced by the private 
shipper. This necessarily gives to the 
carrier the right to measure the amount 
of profit which the shipper may make and 
fix its rate upon the traffic manager's 
judgment as to what profit he should 
be permitted. This theory entitles the 
railroad to enter the books of every en- 
terprise which it serves and raise or lower 
rates without respect to its own earn- 
ings, but solely with respect to the earn- 
ings of those whose traffic it carries. This 
is not regulation of railroads by the 
Nation. but regulation of industries and 
commerce of the country by its rail- 
roads. ”’ 

Then follows a 4etatled discussion of the 
part played by the various elements of 
the cost of the service. Wages have in- 


their agents and attorneys in fact who 
have filed them. If such action is not 
taken on or before March 10, 1911, the 
commission will further suspend these 
rates, make appropriate finding, and issue 
an order directing the maintenance of the 
present rate for a-period of two years 
irom that date.’’ 


EASTERN CASE NOT PROVED. 


Prouty Holds Roads’ Financial Show= 
ing Does Not Justify Increases.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The decision 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
forbidding increases of railroad rates in 
the official clasification territory cases 
was writen by Commissioner Prouty. In 
general hg followed the line of argument 
pursued by Commissioner Lane in his de- 
cision in the Western Traffic Association 
territory. . 

Mr, Prouty, after discussing the general 
features of the case, took up conditions 
on three railroad systems which he con- 


sidered as typical of the situation in of- 
ficial classification terri.ory. They were 
the Pennsylvania, New York Central, and 
Baltimore & Ohio. He proceeded with an 
examination of their condition as shown 
by the figures of the Commerce Commis- 
sion for the last ten years and as testi- 
fied to by their officials in the recent 
hearings, He concluded that the New 
York Central system made the strongest 
showing for an increase of rates, but that 
still it had not fulfilled the obligation of 
the statute. Having concluded his con- 
sideration of these systems he continued: 

‘*“We have examined the accounts of 
many other lines operating in this terri- 
tory and affected by these increases, but 
fail to find anything in the financial con- 
dition of these remaining defendants 
which should induce us to modify what- 
e-er conclusion is reached from an ex- 
amination of the three systems selected. 

‘* Looking at these three systems as a 
whole it seems plain that they hawe not 
sustained the burden which the statute 
casts upon them of justifying the pro- 
posed advanced rates, in.so far as that 
justification depends upon the necessity 
for greater net revenue. Supplementing 
our examination of these systems with 
our further examination of the other car- 
riers involved we are of the opinion that 
the defendants have not justified these 
advances from ai revenue’ standpoint. 
There may be particular lines with re- 
spect to which a _ different conclusion 
should be reached if they were considered 
individually, but this question has been 
presented to us as an entirety. Upon a 
view of the whole situation we hold that 
these defendants have not established 
such a need for additional revenue as 
justifies, at this time, an increase in these 
rates. 

*“*In announcing this conclusion two ob- 
servations should be made: 

‘* First, it has been several times stated 
in the course of this discussion, and 
should be repeated here, that in view of 
the complex character of this problem 
nothing but an actual test can satisfac- 
torily determine the financial results from 
the operations of these several carriers. 
There is no evidence before us which es- 
tablishes the necessity for higher rates. 
The probability is that increased rates 
will not be necessary in the future. In 
View of the liberal return received by 
these defendants in the past ten vyears 
they should be required to show. with rea- 
sonable certainty, the necessity before the 
increase is allowed. If actual results 
should demonstrate that our forecast ot 
the future is wrong, there might be 
ground for asking,a further consideration 
of this subject. 

“ But it would be further said tnat be- 
fore any general advance can be permit- 
ted it must appear with reasonable cer- 
tainty that carriers have exercised proper 
economy in the purchase of their supplies, 
in the payment of their wages, and in the 
general conduct of their business. 

‘“Second—We have been compelled 
dispose of this case upon the evidence 
available. As previously noted, there is 
no testimony tending to show the cost uf 
reproducing these properties. It is plain 
that a physical valuation would introduce 
into the calculation a new element, which 
might lead to a different conclusion. The 
conclusion reached here extends, there- 
fore, no further than the facts upon 
which it {s based.’’ , 

‘The commission has several times 
urged Congress to authorize a reproduc- 
tive valuation of those railroads subject 
to Federal jurisdiction. It is reported 
that certain railroad companies are mak- 
ing such valuations themselves, and the 
results may at any time be urged upon 
this commission and the courts as a 
justification for higher rates. The in- 
terest of the = ought not to depend 
upon a valuation made entirely by the 
owners of these properties, no matter how 
honestly the work may be prosecuted. 


Rejects Rate Readjustment Plea. 
“The rates advanced are both class and 
commodity. It has been estimated that 
about 8 per cent. of the additional 
revenue would arise from the advance 
of class rates, and 15 per cent. from the 
advance of commodity rates. Certain 
carriers suggest that evan though the 


necessity for additional revenue be not 
established, the advances proposed in the 
class rates should be allowed. for the 
reason that the higher classes are too 
low in comparison with the lower classes, 
and the long-distance rates too low in 
comparison with the short-distance rates.

creased, it is admitted, but, says Mr. 
Lane: 

“To our surprise it was discovered 
through figures furnished by the carriers 
and their admissions that, with the ex- 
ception of fuel and ties, railway supplies 
and materials are to-day costing the car- 
riers less on the average than in any of 
the past ten years, President Gardiner 
of the Chicago-Northwestern Road made 
the frank admission that so far as the in- 
crease in cost of materials and supplies 
is concert.ed, whatever advances there 


“The class rates have been continu- 
ously in effect for the last thirty vears. 
During all that time the relation between 
classes and the relation between commod- 
ities have been substantially the same as 
to-day. Less complaint with respect to 
the adjustment of rates has been received 
from this territory than from any other 
with which this commission has to do. 
During this long period business had ad- 
justed itself to the scheme of rates, and 
we are not disposed, upon the mere sug- 
gestion that some better scheme might 





had been in some articles were offset by 
the decrease in others, so that in good, 
conscience he could not urge this as a 
justification for increased rates. 


Lane’s Summing Up. 


Commissioner Lane sums up his long 
discussion of the case in this conclusion: 

“The strength of the carriers’ case 1s in 
these two contentions: 

‘‘(1) That the roads are not earning a 
fair return upon the value of their prop- 
erty. 

‘“*(2) That the cost of operating has in- 
creased because of increased wages.’’ 

It is true that cost of operation has in- 
creased by the amount shown as allowed 
to labor and addition to wages. But it is 
also true that operating revenues have in- 
creased so es to more than absorb in- 
creased operating expenses, Moreover 
cost figures furnished would indicate that 
under skillful management an additional 
tonnage may be handled under a higher 
wage schedule without increasing the cost 
of the service given. 

“The Constitution of the United States 

uarantees the carriers against the con- 

iscation of their propery or the taking 
of the same without due process of law. 
Without this constitutional guaranty, 
which is distinctively American—for here 
property rights are more sacredly safe- 
guarded than in other lands of more mo- 
bile law—the railroads of our country are 
protected from injury of any lasting char- 
acter by the popular consciousness that 
they are essential to the industrial life 
of the peovle. To harm these roads is to 
injure ourselves. Our laws do not seek 
to establish dominion over private capital 
for any other purpose than to make sure 
against injustice being done the public, 
and thereby make such capital] itsel 
secure. Wo are dealing here with a dif- 
ficult problem, involving multitudinous 
facts and an infinite variety of modify- 
ing conditions, which make the establish- 
ment of principles and the framing of 
policies a matter of slow evolution. Con- 
gress has laid down a few rules. These 
rules we are attempting to apply. It is 
not for us to say that we represent the 
Governinent and may have a policy of our 
own which in any degree runs counter to 
the power granted to us or the duty im- 
osed upon us. The railroads may not 
ook to this tribunal to negative or modify 
the expressed will of the Legislature. 
They have laid before us the facts and 
aw which would make for a justification 
of their course in the increasing of rates. 
To our minds their justification has not 
been convincing. 

“We do not say that the carriers may 
not increase their income. We trust the 
may, and confidently believe they will 
If the time does come when. through 
changed condition it may be shown that 
their fears are realized, or approaching 
realization, and from a survey of the 
whole field of operations there is evidence 
of a movement which makes against the 
security and lasting value of legitimate 
investment and an adequate return upon 
the value of these properties, this com- 
mission will not hesitate to give its sanc- 
tion to increases which will be reasonable, 
It is the law that rates shall be just and 
reasonable, and alike to all for like serv-' 
ice. In construing this law the courts 
have given general direction in a number 
of cases, and by all standards that have 
been set this commission—all of its mem- 
bers concurring—finds the proposed me

the conditions which have become fixed. 

‘*Should the necessity for a general ad- 
vance in freight rates for the purpose of 
providing greater revenue be established, 
then -it would become a serious question 
as to whether these class rates should be 
selected for the increase and as to what, 
if anv, changes should be made in the 
relation between the classes or between 
communities. 

“The main contention of the shippers 
in this proceeding was directed against 
the class rates. Those rates, as already 
noted, have been in effect for more than 
a quarter of a century, they form the 
basis of the whole rate fabric, and cannot 
be disturbed unless the necessity for a 
genera! revision arises. 

‘‘ Commodity rates stand somewhat dif- 
ferently. Every commodity tariff is in 
the nature of an exception to the classi- 
fied list. We learn from an extension of 
the schedules on file that most of these 
commodity rates were carried under the 
classification when tariffs were first 
filed with this commission in 1887, and 
that the present commodity rates are 
from 10 to 25 per cent. lower than the 
class rates then applicable. Carriers 
have frequent occasion to vary their com- 
modity rates with varying conditions. 
While earnest objection has been made to 
the advance of class in only three or four 
instances has the increase in commodity 
rates been especially attacked. 

‘* For these reasons we dislike to tie up, 
by hard and fast order, these commoditv 
rates, and we have concluded, as to all 
the rates involved in this proceeding, to 
simply require the defendants to cancel 
on or before March 10 their advanced 
tariffs on file and restore their former 
rates, which are the rates now in effect. 
If this requirement {s not complied with 
the proposed rates will be suspended, the 
necessary findings of fact made, and the 
usual two years’ order issued as to all 
the tariffs Involved.”

Improvements and Extensions May Be 
Curtailed—Shippers Declare Their 
Fears Groundless. 





“TIT hope it will develop that we were all 
wrong and that the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission is right,’’ declared President 
Daniel Willard of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, when told of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission’s decision in the 
rate cases.

President William A. Gardner of the 
Chicago & Northwestern Rallroad said: 

“We shall keep right on in our en- 
deavcr to secure permission to raise our 
freight tariffs.”’ 

Chester M. Dawes, general counsel for 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quinoy Rail- 
ruad, said: 

‘‘T cannot make a lengthy statement 
without consideration, but I can say at 
this time that the railroads have prose- 
cuted this matter so earnestly and so 
long that they are disappointed at the 
outecome—that arguments for a return, 
which they believe to be fair, have not 
been acted upon more favorably.” 

Vice President G. T. Nicholson, of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, declared: 

‘‘The Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion’s decision is indeed a surprise as far 
as we, the Western roads, are concerned. 
I did not expect a verdict against us. 
Inasmuch as the rates we wish to in- 
crease were the commodity rates and not 
general class rates, I expected the deci- 
sion to be in our favor. 

‘““[t is apparently a discrimination In 
favor of carload shipments against less 
than carload shipments. Western rates 
were lower than Eastern rates, and we 
felt that we should be given power to 
raise them or at least to keep them at the 
point, to which they were raised by the 
temporary increase which was granted.”

‘The news is a triumph for Chicago 
and Illinois business men, but we do not 
vant to crow over the fellows who lost.

The 
big increase in tonnage that has marked 
the opening of 1911 assures the roads 
prosperity at the present rates. I think 
the rail chiefs realize this fact.’’

Osborne Denies Brooklyn Man Will 
Withdraw—Hare Not So Certain. 


Thomas Mott Osborne, Forest, Fish and 
Game Commissioner, Chairman of the 
Democratic League, and one of the chiet 
advocates of the candidacy of Edward M.

VERDICT “A SHAME? 


Justice Brady Astonishes Some 
Persons Versed in Supreme 
Court Practice. 








MERELY JOKING, SAYS ‘HE 





Remarks Made from the Bench 
Regard to Similar Actions 
Still to be Tried.

Supreme Court Justice John J. Brady, 
sitting in Part VIII. of that court yester- 
day, volurteered the statement from the 
bench that a verdict rendered by a jury 
In another branch of the same court on 
Tuesday was “a shame.’’ Such a declar- 
ation from the Justice astonished those 
who heard it, not only because it was a 
denunciation of the result of a trial 
presided over by a Justice of jurisdiction 
equal to his own, but because it was made 


while Justice Brady was considering an‘ 


application for an adjournment in certain 
other cases Involving precisely the same 
issues ag the case of which he denounced 
the outcome. 

Not only did Justice Brady denounce the 
verdict in the case previously tried as 
shameful—which case happened to be one 
in which the jury found in favor of Tn 
NEW YORK Times in an action brought 
against it for $100,000 damages for libel— 
but he added the opinion that the plain- 
tiffs in the other similar actions yet to 
be tried might~-obtain large verdicts in 
their favor. 

The suits in question are brought by 
Plaintiffs who were members of the 
State Assembly in 1907, and who charge 
THE TIMES with libel in criticising edi- 
torially their public official acts in voting 
against the Bingham Police bill. The 
three suits were on the calendar in Part 
VIII. of the Supreme Court for trial. 
The previous suit was that brought by 
ex-Assemblyman Philip J. Schmidt 
against the Times Company, in which 
case, tried before Supreme Court Justice 
Ford on Monday and Tuesday last, the 
jury brought in a verdict for the defend- 
ant, the Times Company.

Milburn Tells Legislators. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 23.—Instruction in Wall 
Street methods was given to members of 
the Senate Codes Cemmittee to-day by 
John G. Milburn, representing the New 


York Stock Exchange. The committee 
had under consideration the bill of Sen- 
ator Stilwell, which is designed to pre- 
vent ‘“‘short’’ sales and sales of stocks 
and bonds upon credit or margin, wherein 
both parties intend that such contract 
Shall be of a speculative nature. 

Mr. Milburn said it would be folly to 
regulate the sale of stocks by law or to 
attempt to discriminate between specu- 
lative purchases and investments. 

“Is it not a fact that the greater part 
of the sales on the Exchange are on 
margin and that the full value of the 
purchases is not paid?’’ Senator Stil- 
well asked. 

“If you buy stocks on margin,’ Mr. 
Milburn replied, ‘‘ you deposit a certain 
amount with your broker. He pays full 
value for the stock purchased, and prac- 
tically loans you’ the difference between 
the amount you put up and the cost of 
the stocks. For this loan you pay inter- 
est to your broker. 
profit *you get your money back, with 
the difference between the purchase price 
and the selling price. If you lose you 
meet the loss, but the stock is paid for 
in both transactions,”’ 

Speaking of ‘‘ short’”’ sales, Mr. Milburn 
said that it would be as fair to prohibit 
the farmer from selling his crop before 
it was grown. He added that “ short’ 
selling was a regulator of the stock mar- 
ket in times of panic. 

In answer to Senator Stilwell's ques- 
tion as to whether he did not regard 
such transactions as gambling, Mr. Mil- 
burn replied:

The total appropriations for the pres- 
ent fiscal year were $42,000,000, and the 
estimate of the departments for the next 
fiscal year was placed at $50,000,000. In 
a letter sent to the heads of departments 
to-night by Chairman Smith the finan- 
cial problem is set forth with instructions 
to make a flat 10 per cent. reduction all 
along the line. :

CANADIAN EDITORS PROTEST. 


Many Press Objections to Reciprocity 
Are Presented to Canadian House. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 23.—Opposition 
to reciprocity developed a new feature in 
the Canadian House to-day, when edito- 
rial objections from various parts of 
Canada were presented by members on 
the Conservative side. One after another 
these members read opinions from daily 
and weekly publications condemning the 
agreement, and supplementéd them with 


resolutions of objection adopted by fruit- 
raising and manufacturing organizations. 

The Government countered with a quo- 
tation from a fruit growers’ publication 
in British Columbia indorsing the agree- 
ment. This was read by William Pater- 
Minister of Customs, who with Fi-

The debate on reciprocity was resumed

ber and an advocate of free trade. From 
those who opposed reciprocity as a step 
in the direction of free trade Dr. Clarke 
wanted to know “ why Canada should 
object to a free trade policy, under which 


‘Great Britain had prospered, and why 


the Dominion should adhere to protection, 
which the United States was now 

The ice of protection is 
cracking all over the world,’’ he de- 
clared. 


Mr. Owen, a Conservative member, read 


‘a dispatch from Washington stating that 
| Senator Cummins had introduced a resolu- 


tion providing for the free admission of 
Canadian manufactured products to the 
United States. He asked Mr. Fielding 
what would be the effect if it were 
adopted. 

‘There {ts nothing in the agreement to 
prevent the United States doing that if it 
desires,’’ responded Mr. Fielding. 

‘But what about admitting United 
States manufactures free into Canada? 
asked Mr. Owen. 

‘We will have to get that proposition 
Before we will consider it,’ was Mr. 
Fielding’s reply. 


SAYS TAFT BREAKS PLEDGES. 


President Under Contract to Protect 
Farmers, Witness Tells Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Representa- 
tives of certain organizations of farmers 
took the occasion of the hearing to-day 
before the Senate Finance Committee on 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement to 
serve notice that the industries of the 
country regard the Taft Administration as 


under contract to do nothing that would 
tend to injure them. The speakers who 
make this declaration, intending it to have 
weight against the ratification of the 
agreement, were H. P. Hull, Master of 
the Michigan State Grange, and former 
State Senator Elon R. Brown of Water- 
town, N. Y. 

Mr. Brown spoke for certain paper man- 
ufacturers as well as for agricultural in- 
terests. He said the President now pro- 
posed to knock the paper industry down 
at the behest of newspapers and news- 
paper men, whom he characterized as “a 
common and ordinary lot, if their influence 
upon the literature of the country may be 
taken as#a sample.” 

“The farmers feel that the President is 
breaking his contract with them and at- 
tempting to avoid his obligations,” Mr. 
Hull contended. 

“Tf the farmers of Michigan fee] that 
way about it why was it that two Repub- 
lican representatives, who believed in 
protection, were ordered retired in the 
last election?’’ asked Senator McCumber. 

‘‘The farmers did not do it. Just look at 
your map. They came from Detroit and 
Grand Rapids, which are the largest cities 
in the State. The farmers know better.” 
said Mr. Hull. 


FIGHT ON CANAL FORTS. 


Scheme for Fortifying Isthmus Before 
House To-day—Tawney for Delay. 
Special to The New York Tomes. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The Sundry 
Civil Appropriatioh bill, reported*to the 
House from the Committee on Appropria- 
tions to-day, carries provision for the 


inspection of the Panama Canal. The 
fight over fortifying the canal will begin 
in the House to-morrow... 

As the beginning of a general scheme of 
canal fortification the’ above~ provision 
will entaj! the expenditure .of over $12,- 
000,000, The bill appropriates $3,000,000 
for the work during the fiscal year 1912. 
As shown by the heannes on the bill be- 
fore the committee, is sum is satis- 
factory to the Fortification Board which 
planned the scheme of defense. Major 
Gen. Wood, Chief of Staff of the Army, 
declared before the committee that this 
amount would cover all the work that 
could bé done in the next fiscal year. 

Opponents of the fortification scheme, 
although overridden in the committee, 
prepared to-night to defeat, or at least 
limit, the appropriation on the floor. 
Representative Tawney of Minnesota, 
Chairman of: the committee, who is 
heartily oppdsed to fortifying the canal, 
carefully dtafted an amendment. which 
is calculated to cause. trouble. This 
amendment to the bill provides: that be- 
fore any part of the $38,000,000 appro- 
priated by the bill is expended in any 
way toward fortifying the Isthmus, every 
resource of diplomatic negotiation shall 
be exhausted in an affort to guarantee 
the neutrality of the canal by inter- 
national agreement. 

Some interesting testimony was elicited 
in the course of the hearings on fortifi- 
cation. Chairman Tawney asked of Gen. 
Wood: 

“If it were not a fact that in the last 
analysis the purpose of the fortification is 
to insure to the United States the use 
of the canal as a military asset?’ 

“That is undoubtedly the most im- 
portant’ of all the purposes of fortifying 
the canal,’’ returned Gen. Wood, 

He outlined the proposed scheme of 
defenses, declaring they would adequately 
protect the locks and the dam on the 
Isthmus against any attack by a foreign 
fleet. He said it was proposed to place 
twelve companies of Coast Artillery and 
a mobile garrison of 5,000, altogether 6,300 
men, on duty on the Isthmus.

TREATY STILL UNRATIFIED 





Far Western Senators Want Time in 
Order to Learn the Sentiments 
of Their Constituents. 





SACRAMENTO, Feb. 23.—Gov. Johnson 
to-day sent to the Legislature a message 
on the Japanese situation. It was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Federal Re- 
Jations. A telegram received to-day from 
President Taft was quoted by the Gov- 
ernor, as follows: 


I have the resolution transmitted by you. 
The treaty and the assurances from Japan 
®S to the continuance of the recent ar- 
rangement are exactly such as you ap- 
proved when the Secretary of State and I 
explained them to you. Will you not ex- 
slain this to the two houses of your 
egislature, to prevent action by reason of 
& misunderstanding? 


The message proceedea: 


‘In response to the telegram of the 
President I to-day wired him as follows: 


“Have your telegram of this date. In 
Washington it was explained by you and 
Secretary nox to me that the arrange- 
ment existing between our Government and 
Japan gave to us exclusion, and it was this 
desideratum 1 gtated was desired by our 
people. Am I at liberty to make the state- 
ment to the press and the Legislature that 
tLe aBsurances and understanding with 
Japan gre the same as heretofore existed 
and under which we have been assured ex- 
clusion has resulted? 

‘“I have refrained thus far from making 
airy public statement, and will not do so 
except with your permission. There seems 
to be a belief here that the contemplated 
treaty will alter the arrangement and as- 
surances that have heretofore existed. If 
this belief is unfounded. I should be very 
giad to do what is possible to correct the 
impression and would greatly appreciate 
any statement you may wire me for trans- 
mission to our Legislature.’’ 


The message then quotes telegrams 
from Senator Perkins and Senator Flint, 
explaining that the proposed treaty does 
not affect the immigration question. The 
Governor adds:

I think the treaty will 
meet the approval of our people when they 
understand its provisions.

PARIS, Feb. 23.—The peace advocates 
in the Chamber of Deputies returned to 
the charge to-day. On Jan. 16 the Cham- 
ber sent to the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs the resolution of the Socialist leader, 
M. Jaurés, inviting France to join the 
movement begun by the United States to 
make treaties of arbitration with all for- 
eign countries. This resolution was op- 
posed by M. Pichon, the Foreign Minister. 

A Socialist Deputy, M. Sembat, to-day 
submitted a motion inviting the Govern- 
ment to open pourparlers with the pow- 
ers, particularly Great Britain and Ger- 
many, with a view to the simultaneous 
limitation of armaments, and in the mean- 
time to suspend the construction of the 
warships advocated by the Minister of 
Marine on Feb. 21. 

M. .Pichon opposed this as futile. He 
declared that the time was not ripe for 
such action and that a Step of this kind 
would seriously endanger the defenses of 
hk rance. The question, he said, had been 
thrice shelved at The Hague. President 
-att, he continued, a great advocate of 
arbitration, had declared that the Amer- 
ican Navy must be developed. Germany 
similarly held strong defenses as the 
Breatest guarantee of peace at present. 

Phe motion was rejected by 352 votes to 
18Q, Eventually the Government accepted 
& motion inviting co-operation with the 
other powers with the object of arrang- 
ing discussion at The Hague of the ques- 
lion Of Siinultaneous disarmament. This 
was adopted by 447 to 56 votes. 

BERLIN, Feb. 23.—The Reichstag to- 
day passed the second reading of 
five-year military bill, which is designed 
to strengthen the army gradually by 
more than 10,0600 soldiers. There was no 


Opposition to the bill except on the part! 


of the Socialists. 

Gen. von Heeringen, Prussian Minisfer 
of War, denied that the bill was the re- 
Suit Of a sudden decision of the military 
authorities, but said it had been under 
careful consideration for years. The 
great progress Germany had made in the 
last forty years, he asserted, was largely 
due to universal military service. 

Herr Bassermann, the National Liberal 
Leader, said that the ideal of universal 
peace could not be realized in the near 
future. ‘‘ France continues arming,"”’ he 
said, *‘ England shows a tendency to, in- 
crease her army and introduce universal 
military service, and the United States is 
developing in an imperialistic direction 
and is adding a- big navy to her commer- 
cial fleet,”’ 

Various other speakers referred sympa- 
thetically to disarinament. Herr Speck, 
Clerical, said that the ideas of disarma-

Dr. Otto Wiemer, Progressive, demand-

VOLUNTEER FIREMEN HURT 





One Man Drops Dead—Admiral Dot, 
Midget, the 
Heaviest Property Loser. 


Famous Circus 





The most spectacular and, from the 
point of view of property loss, the. most 
disastrous fire in the history of White 
Piains wiped out early yesterday morn- 
ing the greater part of a block of homes 
and stores within a stone’s throw of the 
railroad station. The most conservative 
estimate of the loss is $250,000. The fire 
caused one death, a number of persons 
were seriously injured, and others res- 
cued. One hundred and fifty persons 
were driven into the streets from ‘the 
burning and threatened buildings. To-day 
a score of families are homeless and six- 
teen firms are without places of business. 

The heaviest loser was Admiral Dot, the 
midget who succeeded to the niche left 
vacant by Tom Thumb, and whose career 
with Barnum’'s took him to all parts of 
the world. He now a citizen of sub- 
stance in White Plains, and as the alarms 
began to sound in the early morning he 
donned the helmet and boots that make 
up his regalia as a volunteer fireman and 
lent his presence and counsel to the 150 
men who worked until daylight the 
fight against the flames. 

It was in the Admiral Dot Hotel, which 
stretches from Orawaupum Street to Lex- 
ington Avenue, that the fire started, -no- 
body knows how, and to-day there 
nothing left of it. The Brandes Building, 
a four-story brick structure of stores, of- 
fices, and apartments sheltering 
families, is now nothing but a 
fragment of wall, rising out of 
débris. The Ambruster Hotel 
gone. On Lexington Avenue 
Building was almost entirely 
and the Underhill howse, for 
the landmarks of White 
wiped out. 

The single death was that of Frederick 
Carpenter, a paint store proprietor, who 
lived with his wife and child not far from 
the scene of the fire. Responding with 
others to the alarm, he ran out to the 
street and toppled over on the 
before he had gone twenty feet. 

Car- 
penter had suffered from a weak heart, it 
Was said, and the excitement killed him. 

It was Shortly before 3 o'clock that the 
fire was discovered, just getting under 
way, in the middle of the 
building, which faces, as a hotel, 
the railroad and runs back to Lexington 
Avenue as Lexington Hall. with a dance 
floor, bowling alleys, and a group ot 
stores.

At first it seemed 
as though the tinderlike Admiral Dot 
Building would suffer all the damage, but 
a strong, veering wind was blowing, the 
intense cold had played havoc with one of 
the water plugs, and the,explosion of a 
gas tank blew out one wall and helped to 
spread the flames. So little likelihood of 
danger to the Brandes Building was felt, 
built as it was of brick, that no precau- 
tions were taken to carry to safety the 
household goods of the sixteen families 
who lived on the upper floors. 

By 3:30 o'clock it was decided to call on 
Tarrytown, Portchester, Silver Lake, and 
West Harrison, and the companies re- 
Spencing from these places brought with 

em nearly 3,000 feet of hose. The first 
of the local companies to get into action 
was the Chatterton Hose Company, that 
Was giving a dance and reception at 
fire house on Robertson Avenue. The 
first alarm halted the festivities and 
brought the company hurrving to Lexing- 
ton Avenue on their automobile trucks. 

A number of the firemen were injured 
in the work, which lasted for some all 
the rest of the day. Three of them 
taken to the White Plains Hospital. | 
Young Harold Verplanck fell over a rope 
and broke an arm and aleg. George Hil- 
bert crashed through a skylight and was 
badly cut and bruised. 

The most seriously injured 
man whose position called for the most 
difficult rescue was, George Hollp of 
the Hope Engine Co anv. whose father, 
Jacob Holip, is Assistant Chief of the 
companies. Young Hollip,. with Albert 
Sands and Charles Johnson, was running 
a line of hose through the grounds of 
thé Underhill property, just along the 
wall of the Admiral Dot Building, when 
there came from within the sound of an 
explosion, and the wall toppled over 
knocking Sands through a ground floor 
window of the Underhill house where he 
was caught in transit by a fireman who 
pulled him to safety,

The strategic point in the fire fieht was 
the big brick wall that separated the 
Brandes Building on Orawaupuin Street 
from Marshall's livery, the corner build- 
ing. It was the only fire-wall in the 
whole block from which Chief Bromm 
could work. The rest, as he said, was 
tinder. That same fire-wail had stood 
as rigorous a test three years ago, when 
the Brandes Building burned to the 
grouni. It was rebuilt and many of the 
tenants who took to the streets vesterday 
morning were among those who were 
driven out three vears ago. The employes 
of the American Express Company, whose 
office. was on the ground floor of the 
Brandes Builcing, were gathered from 
various parts of town and they made 
it their task to shift to the Harlem 
station all the packages that were jn the 
office for delivery.

EX-CONVICT’S ROMANCE. 


As He Tells It, He Went to Prison to 
Save a Girl—He’s to be Deported. 


A distinguished-looking young Itailan, 
who says he is a Count and tells a story 
of having gone to prison here to save a 
young American girl who had stolen a 
diamond ring, is on Ellis Island awaiting 
deporation. He calls himself Count Car- 
los Raggi. He arrived here a few days 
ago on the Italian liner America. Special 
Treasury Agent Vanellil, who boarded the 
vessel in search of smugglers, was exam- 
ining the contents of Raggi’s trunk when 
he looked up and recognized the man as 
a former inmate of Sing Sing. The 
Treasury Agent notified the immigration 
authorities, and Raggi was held. 

When examined oa Hillis Island the man 
did not deny that he had been in prison. 
He said that when he came here four 
years ago he went into society. There he 
met and became engaged to an American 
girl. One day, after attending a recep- 
tion, he said, a valuable dimond ring was 
missed. There was a search and it ended 
when the diamond ring was found on the 
finger of his fiancée. 

The girl said Raggi had given it to her. 
Knowing that his denial would result in 
the arrest of the girl he loved, he sub- 
mitted to arrest, he says, stood trial, and 
went to prison with his lips sealed. He 
served seven months and was released. 

‘““T am no thief,’’ he says. ‘“‘I did not 
steal the rimg, but took the blame to save 
a woman. If America does not want me, 
I am giad to go back to Italy. 

The immigration authorities deal only 
with the fact that the man is a former 
convict, and not with the motives which 
were behind the offense. So he has been 
ordered deported. 


SAYS THE CLERGY MEDDLES. 


Prof. Stevenson Thinks Ministers Pre 
vent Teachers from Getting Just Pay. 


“The clergy of our country are chiefly 
responsible for teachers being underpaid 
and teaching es a profession being little 
respected,”’ said Prof. John J. Stevenson, 
in an address to the students of New 
York University yesterday afternoon. 

“This talk of the ministers being paid 
just as poorly as the teachers is all 
wrong,” he continued. “In New York 
City if you will average the salaries of 
ministers with those of college professors 
you will find that the ministers beat the 
professors three times. No teacher gets 
Soak wey Hvery one of them is under

rr The trouble ie that we have been for 

s under the domination of the olergy 
n the regulation of teachers salaries. 
The ecclesiastical element has dominated 
our educational boards, as the min- 
isters were themselves poorsy paid, they 
have seen to it that the teachers have not 
received better or as good salaries as 
themselves.”’ 

These statements were by Dr. 
Stevenson in the course of a lecture on 
‘ Teaching,’ which he had beeo asked to 
give before the students of New York 
University, where he ocoupied the chair 
of Geology for twenty-five years. His at- 
tack on the clergy was made after he 
had stated that ‘“ teachers in the United 
States are the most underpaid, under- 
valued, and overworked professional peo- 
ple in the country to-day.”’

BUT SANE, HE SAYS 


Legal Aid Society Head Thinks the 
Wife of a War Veteran Had 
Him Committed by Fraud.

SHE DREW HIS’ PENSION 











Got More Than $10,000 from the Gov- 
ernment and a Sult Has Been 
Filed to Recover the Monsey. 





A question addressed by a member of 
the Legal Aid Society to Arthur von 
Briesen, its President, at the Socilety’s 
annual meeting in his law office, 25 Broad 
Street, yesterday, brought forth in re 
ply the story of a civil war veteran’s 
experience as an inmate of a New Jersey 


| insane asylum for 81 years, during which 


fime large sume of pension money for 
warded to him by the Government were 
used by his wife, who in all the 81 years 
never went to see him. 

Mr. Briesen expressed his comviction 
that the veteran was never insane and 
had been fradulently committed as the 
result of a plot to get his pension. He 
said there were rumors of another man 
in the case which were oorrobrated by 
letters found among the wife's effeots 
on her death two years ago. 

Whatever the facts were as to the vet- 
eran’s merital state, Mr. Briesen said, the 
pension had been diverted from him 
while he was in the asylum. On two oo- 
casions, just after receiving cdnsiderable 
sums of back pay the wife, he said, in- 
vested in real estate at Rutherford, N. 
J., although the pension money paid to 
hef as guardian was required under the 
Government regulations to be applied to 
the benefit of her wari. This real estate 
was afterwards mortgaged for all that 
could be borrowed on it, 

Mr. Briesen said he befieved these 
mortgages were invalid and that he had 
brought suit in New Jersey to reoover 
the property for the one-time soldier. At 
the age of 86 years the veteran is now liv- 
ing in Camden County, New Jersey, haw 
ing been released from the insane asylum 
at Snake Hul, Hudson County, shortly 
after the death of his wife in 1909.

50me one was willing to come forward 
with a bond guaranteeing that he would 
not again become a public charge. As 
his wife, who had married again, would 
not provide such a bond, the man was not 
released until Mr. Dittenhoefer found a 
friend willing to vouch for him. 

At the close of the meeting an effort 
was made to find out from tr. Breisen 
the name of the New Jersey resident 
whose case he had outlined. He referred 
inquirers to Anderson Price, a lawyer, 
whose home fs in New Jersey and whose 
office is at 25 Broad Street.

AT FIREWORKS PLANT

Fuse Cutter and Owner’s Child, 
Whose Clothing Took Fire, Were 
Blown Through Open Door. 





GIRL DIES OF _ INJURIES 





Two Men at Work Inside Burned to 
Death, People Outside Fearing 
to Approach 'to Give Ald.

BELLEVILLDB, N. J., Feb. 28.—Salva- 
tore Monda of 24 Lake Street, was busy 
yesterday afternoon in his small  fire- 
works factory on the outskirts of the 
village. With him were Saverio Onion- 
roto of 60 Glen Ridge Avenue, Montclair, 
and Joseph Ricardo, who boarded with 
Mondas, both employes. Onionroto was 


cutting a fuse with a smali knife when | 


Monda’s thirteen-year-old daughter Bes- 
Sie stopped at the little factory on her 
way home from school in Silver Lake. 

As the child entered the bullding, which 
consisted of one large room, Onlonroto’s 
knife severed the fuse. A spark flew 
from it and settled in a can in which 
there was twenty-five pounds of powder. 
An instant later the little building was 
shaker almost from its foundations by the 
force of an explosion, which threw the 
little girl and Ricardo out through the 
open door. Monda and Onilonroto were 
knocked senseless into a corner of the 
building, which took fire everywhersa. 

The explosion, which was followed in- 
stantly by a secomd one as another can 
of powder blew up, brought neighbors 
running from all directions. They saw 
@® man and ohild unconscious on the 
ground, the little girl’s dress afire. Some 
men rushed forward and carried them to 
& eafe distance from the building. 

Ricardo regained his senses and shout- 
ed that Monda and Oniorroto were still 
in the bufiding, but so great was the 
dread of every one that two small store 
houses near by the burning bullding might 
blow up, that no one dared attempt the 
rescue. The small factory was burning 
like tinder, occasional reports soundiag 
when pieces of fireworks became ignited 
and exploded. 

The neighborhood is sparsely settled and 
there was no way of getting water on the 
blaze, even if any In the throng had cour- 
age to approach. Men and womer stood 


idly by while the small factory burned to 
the ground. An ambulance had been 
called from the Mountainside. Hospital, 
and Bessie and Ricardo were hurried 
there. The little girl died of her injuries 
a few moments after she reached the hos- 
pital Ricardo, it was said to-night, may 
recover. 

When the fire had burned itself out the 
bodies of Monda and Onfonrote were

found in the ruins. They were so badly 
burned that it was impossible to dis- 
tinguish betw2en the bodies of the men. 

The three deaths to-day make a total 
of seven which have been lost through tne 
explosion of fireworks factories here in 
the last three years.

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THE RAILWAY RATE DECISION. 

At the time of writing the full text 
of the railway rate decision is not 
avafiabls, and reserve is necessary un- 
til a matter of such complexity and 
farmreaching consequences can be stud- 
fe4. The decision is described as “a 
gweeping victory for the shippers.” 
The Pastern roads are requtfred to can-+ 
eel their advances under penalty of 
having the Commission make an order 
to that effect. The order is the same 
for the Western roads, but it ts ac- 
companted with a gratin of encourage- 
ment. In the Commissioners’ words: 

If the time does come when through 
changed conditions it may be shown 
that thefr fears are realized, or ap- 
preaching realization, and from a sur- 
vey of the whole field of operations 
there is evidence of a movement which 
makes against the security and last- 
tng values of legitimate investment and 
an adequate return upon the value of 
these properties this Commission will 
fot hesitate to give its sanction to In- 

@reases which will be reasonable. 

That ts to say, the roads do not ap- 
pear to the Commissioners to be suffer- 
fag sufficiently to warrant advances 
Which are unreasonable, as these rates 
are declared to be according to the 
etendards the courts have set, and in 
the opinion of all the Commissioners. 
Evidently those responsible for the 
menagement and solvency of the roads, 
and thoes responsible for their regula- 
tion, do not sce eye to eye, and those 
who are not responsible as owners, or 
te the owners, but to the people, have 
the power to impose their will until 
such time as conditions shall become 
fufficiently serfous to alter their minds. 
It therefore becomes a question just 
how serious affairs must be with the 
rafiways to fustify them in altering 
their rates reasonably. 

For the last calendar year the oper-} 
ating revenues of the country’s rail- 
ways show an increase of $220,000,000, 
but the increase of operating expense 
was $216,000,000. The increase re- 
tained over the increase of expense 
becomes an actual decrease if allow- 
ance be made for increased mileage 
and capital invested. BEven more se- 
rious is the fact that the decrease tm 
net is.on an increasing scale, as is ap- 
parent from a comparison of the ear- 
lier and later halves of the year. In 
the earlier the momentum of preceding 
good times was unexhausted, and re- 
cently signs have multiplied that many 
wheels are revolving more slowly. And 
even in some cases where increases are 
shown it is not due to general condi- 
tions, but to specific and temporary 
conditions.

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THE JAPANESE TREATY. 

Full information as to the provisions 
of the new treaty negotiated with Japan 
will probably allay the excitement 
which its submission to the Senate 
aroused on the Pacific Coast. Although 
the text of the treaty has not been 
made public, it has been authoritatively 
stated that it does not change existing 
agreements restricting the coming to 





this country of Japanese coolie laborers, 
As that was the chief concern of Cali- 
fornia, no serious opposition to the 
treaty In that quarter is expected. 

This convention supersedes our treaty 
with Japan which went into effect in 
1899. It has been negotiated at this 
time because of Japan's destre that her 
commercial treaties with Huropean na- 
tions and with us should expire at the 
same time, leaving her free to make 
new treaties simultaneously with the 
Western Powers, treaties which will 
furnish a uniform basis for trade ar- 
rangements. The making of a new 
treaty afforded us an opportunity for a 
gracious concession to Japan's sensi- 
bilities, which had been somewhat ruf- 
fled by Art. IL of the treaty of 1899 
referring to the regulation of itmmigra- 
tion. Considerations of friendship and 
of courtesy require us to take notice of 
Japan‘’s disiike of a treaty provision 
which might be construed as putting 
her people in a category somewhat dif- 
ferent from that of the people of West- 
ern nations with which we make treat- 
ies. On the other hand, Japan must 
recognize as a condition with which we 
have to deal the strong opposition man- 
ifested in many of our States to the 
admission here of her laboring class. 
Caneda excludes altogether immigrants 
from Southern and Bastern Burope, 
and, indeed, from her own sister colony 
of India, without, so far as the public 
is informed, giving offense to any of the 
countries against which that rule of ex- 
clusion runs. But our new treaty with 
Japan leaves tn force the agreement 
under which Japan engages to prevent 
the migration to our shores of the so- 
called aoolie laborers. In that regpect, 
therefore, the relations of the twe coun- 
tries are unchanged. 

The negotiation of the treaty fs a new 
evidence of the entirely amicable rela- 
tions of the two Powers. It is a conve- 
nience to Japan in making her new 
trade treaties that the whole treaty 
should be superseded in advance of the 
date fixed for its expiration. Senator 
HAL®, we believe, has been convinced 
that the ratification of this convention 
would not require us to extend the ben- 
efits of the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment to Japan. His objection was just 
about af substantial as that of the Call- 
fornians. The latest advices indicate 
that the treaty will be promptly ratified. 


If the demonstration of necessity for 
an increase of rates should proceed to 
the extent desired by the Commission, 
the shippers would find their sweeping 
victory worthless. They would have 
escaped an increase of rates, but they 
would not have the business to do to 
profit by the cheapness of transporta- 
tion. There would be a general con- 
striction all along the line, beginning 
with all railway expenditures, includ- 
ing wages. That there might be a 
spasm of some severity in the security 
markets is evident. But it does not 
appear that this would be an unmixed 
calamity. It might be worth while to 
ascertain whether or not we can regu- 
late railways. It is thought by some 
that they have been too uncontrolled 
in their eagerness for afl the traffic 
will bear. They have known that they 
were subject to a multitude of restric- 
tiens upon their freedom which are not 
on the statute books, and are not in the 
minds of those legislating about them. 
It is now time to learn whether the 
railway regulators are as free from 
economic constraint as they wrongly 
have thought the railways were. 

Can they impose their will because 
the statute says they may? And if 
they do, what will be the effect? Is 
thetr discretion sounder than that of 
the managers or the owners of the 
property, and have they a better in- 
sight into the future? If this is not 
proved, what will be the effect of the 
djsclosure that the decision upon such 
vital matters has passed to those with- 


lation rather to those who have 
thought that they were masters where 
they were not possessors? It is alto- 
gether desirable that these matters 
should be settled, and now is as good a 
time as any. No sound values will be 
destroyed. Prices may change, but not 
the essential relation of railways to the 
community. Wages may fall, but there 
will be compensations even for that. 
It is not only railway rates which will 
be checked in their rise, but all prices, 
and there are many reasons why that 
Wi be benefictal, even if-nat exactly

ciation has made the shocking discov-

NIAGARA'S POWER GRASPERS. 

The power companies at Niagara 
have the right to employ energie” 
equivalent to the work of 1,840,000 
adult men who need no sleep, food, re- 
freshment, or abatement from their 
labors, twenty-four hours a day, 865 
days In the year. They obtained this 
right from the State of New York and 
from the United States without the 
payment of a penny. They should not 
complain tf mow the granting to them 
of additional rights to employ an en- 
ergy equal to the unceasing labors of 
some 400,000 more adult men, without 
payment to this State or to the United 
States, is called in question. 

The Burton law, which expires June 
28, 1911, permfts the companies on the 
American side of Niagara Falls to di- 
vert 16,600 cubic feet a second from 
their flow—that is 280,000 horse power, 
or the equfvalent of energy from the 
burning of 8,000,000 tone of coal a 
year. They already hed gratis their 
franchise from this State. Under the 
new waterways treaty with Great Brit- 
ain, 4400 cubic feet a second addt- 
tional are allowed to be diverted on the 
American side. The d4fversion of this 
amount, together with the Canadian 
diversions of 86,000 onbic feet a second, 
will greatly ftmpafr the scenio grandeur 
of the mighty falls. But the treaty 
permits the United States, {f it so en- 
act, to export to Canada and to im- 
port, also, electric power derived from 
Niagara. The Alexander bill, pending 
at Washington, would have the Secre- 
tary of War grant permits to the pow- 
er companies enabling them to make 
use of the additional diversion under 
the treaty, both at Niagara River and 
on the Erte Canal within New York 
State, without payment to this State. 
Gov. Drx has protested against this 
measure that ft {is “unsound, as well 
as unfust to New York.” 

If the companies are to use ths sur- 
plus waters of the Erte Canal, they 
should be made to pay the State for 
the franchise. State Senator Burv’s 
resolution, asking Congress to amend 
the Alexander bill go that New York 
may obtain reasonable compensation 
from the companies, that they shall not 
combine with the companies in Canada 
anf export power needed for our own 
industries, is quite to the point. The 
rates, prices, and resources of the pow- 
er companies ought to be investigated 
by the Legislature, according to another 
bill introduced by Assemblyman Mc- 
Grecor. Considering the vast natural 
resources upon which they draw free- 
ly, perhaps the rates they fix are too 
high. 


ALL THE FADS AT ONCDE. 

It is a very strange thing, come to 
think of it, that while the United 
States Senate has been considering 
the proposed constitutional amendment 
providing for election of Senators by 
popular vote, somebody has not sug- 
gested that three or four other things 
go to the people. Why not submit 
a batch of amendments containing 
everything In the way of political doc- 
trine upon which the Colonel and his 
friends of the so-called Progressive 
persuasion have set their hearts? Why 
ask the people to pronounce upon the 
one item of Senatorial elections, when 
there are other projects that are just 
as uplifting and revolutionary? 

It certainly {8s a cause for wonder 
that it has not occurred to some Sena- 
tor—Progressiva, Standpatter, or Dem- 
ocrat—to suggest that while we are 
about it we may as well find out 
whether the people would like to elect 
their Presidents in a popular way, and 
whether they want the initiative, refer- 
endum, and recall put into their Con- 
stitution. If we are going to knock 
the Constitution into a cocked hat, why 
not do it at once and be done with it? 
On the other hand, if we are going to 
stand pat on the instrument our hith- 
erto fairly respected Fathers construct- 
ed for us, we may as well find that out 
and thereafter sleep soundly when we 
are through with our day’s works and 
amusements. 

It would be rather entertaining, by 
the way, to dream a bit about the pop- 
ularly elected President, subject to re- 
call. His tenure would be about on a 
par with that of the amateur vaude- 
ville artist on a try-out night; any day 
his existence as a public functionary 
might be threatened; any day he might 
hear a discontented country cry out 
“Away with himi*® How would the 
good Mr. La Fottetrm, or Senator 
Boran, or any other of the good up- 
lifters lfke to be put on the Presiden- 
tial perch with a string tied to him? 














THE KAISER’S SUICIDE DECISION. 

The world will be curious to know 
whether Kaiser WiILHnLM’s judgment 
in the case of Count Hans von Pre, 


Whe, triné te Hilt Eimenin, and was con- 


thereby “violated his military oath," 
applies only to that particular case, or 
comprehends a general opinion of the 
ethics of suicide. In setting aside the 
court’s judgmant the German Hmperor 
makes it possible for Count Von Prxii.i 
to retain his position in the army. Ob- 
viously the Count ts gow im honor 
bound to live out his life to the end; 
no matter how hard his burdens may 
be to beax, but ff, as some authertties 


of Insanity, the demand of honor may 
not prevail fn this conse. 

‘ts “responsible onty to God and hts 
conscience.” This would be bad law, 
but & may not stand as a precedent. 
The law, generally speaking, regards 
suicide es a crinte against the State, 
but the penalty, when the would-be 
suicide fafis to accomplieh his purpose, 
ts not always fnflicted. Not all of so- 
ciety, tin this liberal era, condemns 
‘suicide chiefty because ft sigrtiifies re- 
sistance to the will of God. But sn- 
icide is generally condemned, unless the 
circumstances seem to indicate no other 
course of action for a esadly-affiicted 
person, Then condemnation gives place 
to pity. We @o not harshly judge 
Brorvus for faliing on his sword after 
Philippi, or Sewnwmoa for opening his 
veins In the bath by order of his Dim- 
peror. But, By end large, the suicide 
is accounted a coward or a mantac, 
and gets small sympathy. 

Yet many persons, from ttme to 
time, are impelied to terminate their 
worldly existence, and Count von 
Prem was one of these. We do not 
beffeve that the Kaiser destres to com- 
mend the practice of suicide among 
his officers. It woul@ be bad for the 
army, toa, te establish the precedent 
that attempted suicide can be fudged 
by no tribunal. The Kaltser must 
know more ebout vow PYEIL’s case 
than others know, or else he was in 
one of his puzzling moods, when he 
overruled the military court, and in- 
clined to view self-destruction senti- 
mentally, which fs not at all like the 
Kaiser when he is quite himself.

Red Flag. as what a person 
says does not violate decency, or incite 
to violence, {s not to be gainsaid, But 
the Mayor seems solicitous for the pro- 
tection of Soctalists from the police, and 
he defends the color of the Socialists’ 
red flag. 

It does not signify to them, he says, that 
they favor violefce or blood-shedding. It 
represents the red consanguinity of men 
and of nations—universal brotherhood, 
The Soctalists are unfortunate, however, 
in the choice of this color It is the An- 
archist emblem, chos2n by Anarchists 
long before the Socialists adopted it. It 
is the most emotional of all colors. Keep- 
ers of insane patients testify that the 
sicht of red objects tnflames them, often 
to an unmanageable degree.

The football games of the 
large colleges are annually 
Stadium ettended by bigger and 
bigger crowds. Harvard 

For Yale. recognizing this fact some 
years ago, erected a splendid, fireproof 
stadium. At New Haven last Fall the 
85,000 people who attended the Yale- 
Harvard game—l5,000 more were unable 
to find seats—were exposed to the dangers 
of two tnetplent fires, starting from 
cigars or cigarettes dropped beneath the 
inflammable “bleachers.”” One of these 
fires had gained considerable headway 
before it could be extinguished; a few 
moments’ further delay in its detection 
and the entire stand would have been 
ablaze, The scene of the Iroquois 
Theatre fire might have been duplicated 
under the open sky, for the exits from the 
stand at Yale field are few, the passages 
narrow, and they would have been 
choked with a fear-maddened crowd. 

Yale needs a new stadium, built of con- 
crete, that will hold 60,000 spectators. Its 
erection should be started how. It would 
cost about $500,000. Various schemes 
have been suggested for raising this sum, 
the most attractive being, perhaps, that 
of {ssuing bonds among the alumni of the 
university, the holders to be entitled to 
a certain number of seats at the annual 
games, but these to be located by lot tn 
the democratic Yale fashion. It seems 
a better way of raising funds than to ask 
Mr. MorGan or Mr. CARNEGIE to give 
a stadium to Yale, and it would put the 
puilding enterprise upon a self-supporting 
basis. Mr. EvVBRARD THOMPSON, the busi- 
ness manager of the football teams at 
New Haven, has personally visited the 
newest English stadiums built of concrete, 
and has prepared plans adapted to the 
situation at Yale. It is @ matter of pub- 
lic concern that the next big inter- 
collegiate football game at New Haven 
should not be played in a tinder-box iIn- 
closure.

The suffragists took 
pains to look domestic; the ‘“ antis,” our 
Albany dispatch says, ‘‘ presented the 
gayest appearance—there were more red- 
trimmed hats among them.” The ™ antis’ 
knew and said that the arguments for 
the granting of the suffrage to women 
were fifty years old. Why should they 
come to confute them?

THE INHERITANCE TAX. 


Suggests to Legislature One Item That 
Has Been Overlooked. 


To the Fdttor of The New York Times: 

3efore the Legislature adjourns it is 
to be hoped that it will not forget its 
duty to the State in the matter of taxa- 
tion. The last special‘ session, under 
Gov. Hughes, made a remarkable record 
in that respect in the enactment of the 
new inheritance tax law. They went as 
far, probably, as could be expected tn s0 
short and hurried a session, and &t Is 
possible that in their haste they may 
have overlooked some items upon which 
they might have seized for the purpose 
of not only Increasing the revenue of the 
State, but increasing the discomfort and 
terror of that despicable portion of the 
communfty which has, by trick and device 
of hard work, spurred by a mistaken 
love for their families, accumulated es- 
tates which they expected to! transmit 
upon their death to their widows and 
orphan children for their support. 

These enemies of the State have during 
their struggle to acquire their property 
been obliged to submit to almost every 
form of annoying taxation that could be 
devised, but in some instances they have 
by united action been able to defeat some 
of the proposed legislation that would 
add to their burdens. This intolerable 
interference with the perrogatives of the 
State evidently attracted the attention of 
the Legislature at its special session 
called by Gov. Hughes, and it wisely 
decideq that it wes far better to turn 
its attention to devising taxes that would 
only be enforced at a time when these 
troublesome ‘‘accumulators ”’ should pass 
away. It Is true that the new method 
called for the exercise of some patience, 
but they, together with Gov. Hughes, re- 
flected that although it might be de- 
layed, every man must die sooner or 
later, and that ft was far easier to 
fight women and children than the men 
who had shown ability enough te accu- 
mulate estates. 

It must be exceedingly gratifying for 
them to witness the reten of terror that 
they inaugurated, not only on account of 
the law, but in the manner of Its en- 
forcement. ‘The officials charged with 
that duty have cunningly covered every 
avenue of escape, and by their methods 
made it easy for other States to add to 
the burden by taxing the estates of non- 
residents, Instances of the efficiency of 
their methods are numerous; the highest 
estimates of values of.land and personai 
estates are insisted upon and collected. 
If the exscutor protests he must still 
pay, but has a right to appeal to the 
courts for a refunding; while this is ex- 
pensive it ig fortunate that the cost must 
be paid by the estate 

Ag a goog citizen I have been searching 
for items that may have escaped the 
net. So far I have been unsuccessful, ex- 
cept In the item of burial plot in ceme- 
terles. I call this to the attention of our 
law makers. At the same time they might 
consider the question whether or not the 
monuments and grave stones in the plot 
are not legitimate assets to be included 
in the inventory of the estate. 

The increased tax on - bequests to 
charitable and educational institutions, 
while it has led to an overhauling of 


wills and the cancellation of proposed 
legacies, May work a hardship to the 
State in forcing it to the expenditure of 
larger amounts to support orphans and 
the poor, will probably be offset by the 
mora] effect of a concentration of power 
in the hands of our rulers. 

It has been called to. my attention that 
in some States the ‘body of the de- 
ceased has been decided by the courts to 
be personal property. Is it not worth 
while for our tax gatherers under tha 
inheritance tax to take this question in- 
to consideration? In their inventory they 
could put the valuation at such a figure 
as in their judgment would be the 
measure of the affection of surviving re- 
lations. As this would oceur shortly after 
the decease and ae affection began 
to wane, such valuation would never be 
disputed.

Sidewalks of Fifth Avenue.

Why is it that the city does not enforce 
the law and compel the owners of vacant 
lots to pave the sidewalks the entire width?

Not only are most of such lots above Sev-

PLUM PUDDINGS MAY GO UP. 


Higher Tariff Demanded on Imported 
Confection Likely to Advance Price. 


The cost of English plum puddtig will 
be advanced 80 per cent. if the Board of 
United Stateg General Appraiserg sus- 
tains a contention raised yesterday by the 
Government involving the biscuit and 
pastry provisions of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff lnaw of 1909. Under the Dingley 
act of 1897 the. pudding was allowed tod 
enter at 20 per cent., under the provision 
roe ‘“unenumerated manufactured arti- 
cles.”’ 

At the last revision of the tariff, how- 
ever, domestic tnterests succeeded in hav- 
ing a ‘“‘joker’’ incorporated in the law 
in the shape of the words ‘“ other baked 
articles.’’ Collector Loeb decided that 
plum puddings fall properly within the 
meaning of the term “ baked articles,”’ 
and, as they were valued at more than 
15 cents a pound, duty was exacted at 
the rate of 50 per cent. 

H. F. Baker, American manager for an 
English pudding concern, described the 
process of manufacture and wag em- 
phatic in his denial that the merchandise 
which ts invoiced as “Christmas plum 
tial A is baked at all. Not being 
aked was contended the puddings 
should come in at only 
being enumerated articles. According to 
the witness, the puddings are boiled.

Several hundred friends and. admirers 
of Ellen Terry, the English actress, men 
and women well known in the dramatic, 
literary, and art life of the city, gave 
her a farewell dinner at the Hotel Astor 
last night. The dinner was held in the 
north ballroom of the hotel. It was 
banked with flowers, a tribute to Miss 
Terry, who, when asked by a committee 


what kind of testimonial of affection she 
most desired, replied: 

‘Just give me flowers. I love them, 
and I wiil appreciate them more than 
anything else.’’ 

The speakers were Miss Terry, Joseph 
H,. Choate, Charles Rann Kennedy, Kate 
Douglas Wiggin, Josephine Preston Pea- 
body, William A, Purrington, and Nor- 
man Hapgood. Hamilton Wright Mabie 
was toastmaster. The speakers pro- 
claimed Miss Terry as the leading Ikng- 
lish actress of her day, and compliment- 
ed her on the work she has done for 
the uplift of the English-speaking stage. 
Several referred to the days when she 
worked side by side with Sir Henry Irv- 
ing, and Miss Terry made a touching rei- 
erence to her dead comrade. She said she 
found his name and work still remem- 
bered and appreciated all over the coun- 


try. 
“I don’t know how to thank you for 





this welcome to me,” said Miss Terry, 
making an effort to conceal her emotion | 
as the room rang with cheers.

PARIS, Feb. 23.—Gen. Jean Jules Brun, 
Minister of War in the Cabinet of Prem- 


streke at the offices of the Ministry to- 
day. Gen. Brun was stricken a few 
moments after he had received the mem- 
bers of his staff tn his private offioe. 
The Parliament passed a resolution that 


Gen. Brun’s funeral should be held at 
the éxpense of the State. The funeral 
will take place Monday, and full military 
honors will be observed. The Paris gar- 
rison will take part, and it is expected 
that 20,000 men will be in line. % 


Gen. Brun, who was Minister of War 
in the Clemenceau Ministry, entered the 
cabinet formed by Briand in July, 1909. 
He also held over when Briand recast his 
cabinet after the railway strike. He had 
been head of the General Staff of the 
Army for three years and a half, and was 
a close friend of President Fallfares. He 
was born in 1849.

WRESTLER ZBYSZKO 
THROWS PILAKOFF 


Polish Grappler Gains the First 
Fall in 53:13 and the Win- 
ning Fall in 18:00. 








Stanislaus Zbyszko, the Polish wrestler, 
won the catch-as-catch-can finish match 
with Pilakoff, the Finnish champion, at 
Sulzer's Harlem River Casino last night, 
gaining two straight falls. The first was 
Secured in 58:13, with a crotch and scis- 
sors hold, and the second came in 18 
minutes with a scissors and bar hold. 


The big Pole showed himself Pilakoff’s 
Superior at every stage of the contest, 
and the only thing in doubt after the 
first few minutes was the length of time 
before Zbyszko would secure two falls. 
The Polish champion gave: Pilakoff no 
chance to do any aggressive work, and 
gradually wore him down to submission. 
the men shook hands at 10 o’clock and 
Zbyszko quickly secured a leg hold and 
forced Pilakoff to the matt. The latter 
was soon tide up in a half nelson and 
crotch hold but broke away and juniped 
to his feet. Zbyszko again put Pilakoff 
down and secured another half Nelson, 
but the Finn was able to break. Five 
ninutes had been used up before Pilakoff 
assumed the aggressive, but it was only 
for a few seconds. At 7:30 Pilakoff again 
surprised Zbyszko, but the latter had no 
trouble in getting away. 

From this time until the first fall was 
won by Zbyszko in 58:18 the match 
showed the Pole doing all the forcing and 
getting all sorts of holds on Pilatkoff, 
but unable to secure a fall. Zbyszko 
Seemed able to secure new holds just as 
fast as his opponent could break away 
from the previous one, and it could be 
seen that the Finnish champion was 
gradually weakening under the strain re- 
quired in freeing himself from these nu- 
merous holds. The big Pole had his op- 
ponent in practically every position known 
to the wrestling’ game, but Pilakoff’s 
strength and Zbyszko’s failure to display 
the science expected under the conditions 
allowed the Finnish champion to break 
away. Several times Referee Bothner 
held his hand over Zbyszko, ready to 
Slap him as winner-of a fall, and when 
he had only to force one shoulder down 
an inch or two Pilakoff would squirm and 
free himself. After fifty-three minutes 
of this kind of work Zbyszko secured a 
crotch-and-scissors hold and forced Pila- 
koff to the mat. The time for the fall 
was 53:18. 

After a rest of ten minutes the men 
again went to work, and the second bout 
was but a repetition of the first. For 
sixteen minutes Zbyszko did all the ag- 
gressive work, and Pilakoff succeeded in 
breaking one hold only to be immediately 
locked in another. During this time Pila- 
koff was always on the defensive. After 
seventeen minutes of hard work Zbyszko 
allowed Pilakoff to take the upper hand 
while he enjoyed a short rest. He threw 
the Finnish champion over his shoulder 
and immediately locked him in a bar and 
scissors hold, which gave him the second 
fall and the match. The time for this 
fall was eighteen minutes. 

The semi-final number was a finish con. 
test between William Demetral, the Greek 
champion, and Kara Osman, a Turkish 
heavyweight. The wrestling was at 
catch-as-catch-can style, and was much 
faster than is usually seen tn a match 
between heavy men. Osman showed won- 
dérful strength and quickness. and aid 
the bulk of the aggressive work for ten 
minutes, when Demetral secured a half 
Nelson and.crotch hold, which quickly 
gained him the verdict. After trying in 
vain to roll the Turk on his back, Dem- 
étral raised his opponent about two feet 
above the mat and threw him down 
again with all his strength 
the hold throwing Osman down, but 
quickly applied it as the stunned Turk lay 
on his back, and pinned Osman's shoul- 
ders to the mat About two minutes be- 
fore the fall was secured Demetral forced 
Osman under the lower rope of the ring 
and tried to push the Turk to the floor.

EXCHANGE AWAITS DECISIONS 





Adverse Findings In Rate Cases, Made 
Public After Close, Involve Serious 
Problems for the Railroads. 





Wall Street’s expectation that the inter- 
State Commerce Commission would hand 
down its decisions in the rate cases after 
the close of business yesterday—an ex- 
pectation which naturally led to a quiet, 
although fairly firm session on the 
Stock Hxchange—was borne out. By the 
dispatches reaching the financial district 
at 5 o’clock in the evening it was made 
plain that the commission had denied to 
both the Eastern and Western roads the 
advances asked. This may prove a some- 
what serious blow to sentiment in the 
fimancial community, largely because 
there had been encouraged, without the 
least reason, a belief that considerable 
percentages of the increases prayed for 
would be granted. If the decision of the 
commission ended here or included, ac 
cording to the resumé forwarded yester- 
day evening, only the tnoonsequential dis- 
cussion of possible concessions later on 
there might be cause for depression. An 
avenue of relief is opened up, however, 
in the statement by the commission that 
its decisions are based upor the cases as 
presented in their entirety and that fhere 
may be individual roads deserving some- 
what higher rates. It is only inference, 
of course, which permits the assumption 
that in this way an invitation is extended 
to the imdividual roads to appeal for 
Separate consideration. Aocepting this 
construction of the commission's remarks, 
however, there remaing the further ques- 
tion of the benefit which might accrue 
to an individual road from higher rates 
were these fixed in contrast with lower 
ones by a strong competitor. In other 
words, advances would. be of little use on 
competitive business, and owing to the 
ramifications .of the railroad systems of 
the country non-competitive traffic is not 
productive of a substantial percentage 
of railroad receipts. Nevertheless this 
seems to be the greatest comfort which 
railroad men can draw from the decision, 
unless, indeed, the commission’s remarks 
regarding possible economies, particular- 
ly as relating to the payment of labor, are 
to be considered as worthy of serious at- 
tention. There is, perhaps, the further 
resource of appeal to the newly organized 
Commerce Court, but at the moment that 
seems Of doubtful utility. 

While interest centred in Washington's 
doings, there were, nevertheless, a number 
of other matters which engaged attention 
in some degree, these Including the sur- 
prising showing of the minority stockhold- 
ers of the Central Leather Company in 
the matter of proxies for the annual meet- 
ing, which was to have been held yes- 
terday, but which was postponed, and 
from which eventually there must come 
a larger measure of representation in the 
company’s affairs for its general stock- 
holders; the granting by the Public Serv~ 
ice Commission, up-State, of permission 
to the Erie to issue notes, a proceeding 
speaking well for the fairness of the com- 
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mission, and the further declines on the | 
grain markets, bringing wheat prices to | 
low records for the season. May wheat | 
in Chicago sold under 60 cents a bushel | 
for the first time since 1808. 

Money markets here and abroad were 
quiet, reflecting little change from condi- 
tions existing with them for some time.

Changes Proposed in Bank Law. 

The extensions of the restrictions on 
loans to Directors to include loans to 
corporations controlled by a Director of a 
State banking institution is proposed in 
bills which have been introduced in the 
, -esislature at Albany. If the proposed 
law is adopted in a form to restrict 
loans to corporations in which a Direc- 
torship is held by any Director of the 
institution making the loan, it would 
necessarily curtail the corporation tinanc- 
ing, which is done by the large State in- 
stitutions, particularly the trust com- 
panies. It was suggested vesterday that 
under such a law the State banking in- 
stitutions could not make loans to cor- 
porations as they do at present, unless 
the Directors of these corporations with- 
draw from the boards of the banking In- 
stitutions. As it is now, loans to firms 
of which a Director of a banking insti- 
tution is a member, are limited to 10 per 
cent. of the institution’s capital. More- 
over such loans have to be especially au- 
thorized by the Board of Directors, just 
as would loans made to the Director per- 
sonally. Bankers admitted yesterday, 
however, that the proposed law would put 
e check on abuses which have been re- 
vealed in the recent past through the 
failure of State banking institutions.

In the last four years, the total out- 
put of new securities by railroad and in- 
agustrial corporations was heaviest in 
1908, when the total reached $1,681,620,- 
680. The next heaviest year was 1910, 
when the total as compiled by The Jour- 
nal of Commerce, was $1,518,272,579. In 
1908 the aggregate was $1,423,199,371, and 
in 1907, $1,393,013,300. This year, to date, 
the total has been $362,038,50. An in- 
teresting feature of the showing is the 
proportion of short term notes, Dur- 
ing the entire period, in which a grand 
total of $6,379,044,880 was issued, 17% per 
cent., Or $1,003,716,802 was in the form 
of short term notes. This class of issue 
was heaviest in 1907, when the total was 
$835,697,000, or 25 per cent. of the total 
issue of securities. By 1909, when con- 
ditions for financing were again favora- 
ble, and wh2a the total issues were larg- 
est, only $95,411,530 in short term notes 
were put out. Up to dato, this year, the 
short term notes have amounted to 24 
per cent. of the new capital issues. In 
the full period, the railroads have been

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHHEAT.—New low records were made for the 
season yesterday, and excepting for buying by 
shorts the market seemed to lack important 
support, displaying but little resiliency, News 
was mainly of a bearish character, and aside 
for purchasing on the theory of a reaction there 
seemed little to induce speculative buying. 

Liverpool advices over the holiday were below 
expectations, and as recently the foreign mar- 
kets have declined proportionately more than 
the American, the hopeful feeling in evidence 
for a time that an export basis had been 
reached has been almost totally dispelled. It 
was asserted. that Russia, Australia, and 
Argentina were offering wheat freely, and the 
fact that prices at Buenos Ayres were from 
8%c to 8B%4c lower than Tuesday’s close led to 
cables reporting a demoralized condition in that 
country. 

Stop loss orders were encountered on the 
scale down which precipitated the falling 
movement, and the fact that cash demand in 
all positiong excepting at Minneapolis was 
slow continues a bearish feature. Flour de- 
mand is generally lacking, and it is evident 


that consuming interests are bearish, as ship- 
ping directions continue to be complained of, 
which feature in some instances is restraining 
additional grinding. 

Conditions in the American Winter wheat 
belt are generally favorable, and although 
temperatures are low, it is believed that the 
ground has a fair snow covering, while advices 
from Oklahoma indicate that the plant has 
shown great improvement as a result of recent 
moisture, There is still nervousness over the 
reciprocity situation, and the fact that Presi- 
dent Taft seems determined to call an extra 
session if necessary dpes not add to the com- 
fort of holders, Export sales yesterday amount- 
ed to 73,000 bushels of Manitoba wheat, No. 2 
red quoted at 92%c, in elevator, and 934, 
free on board, afloat, for export; No. 2 hard 
Winter; 99%c; No. 1 Northern Manitoba, 
$1.01144; No. 1 Northern Spring, $1.04%. 

CORN.—The easiness displayed in the wheat 
market and the increase in country offerings 
had a depressing effect on corn values during 
the greater part of the day. Cash demand was 
quiet, with lower prices quoted at the West, 
and weather conditions were more favorable. 
There are some interests who are bullish on 
corn, pointing to the recent export business 
and good feeding demand as indicated by the 
slow accumulation of stocks, but there is little 
disposition to buy aggressively in view of the 
downward trend of other grain, especially 
when it is remembered that the supply in the 
country is enormous. Argentine weather was 
more favorable, and prices in that country 
were 24c to 2%c decline. Export demand was 
practically nil. No. 2 corn, free, on board, 
afloat, for export, was quoted at 51%c. 

OATS.—Declines to the low of the season 
were also registered in oats, with the market 
reflecting the weakness of other grain. Weather 
has become more favorable for movement, and 
sentiment is geenrally bearish. Buying is 
principally by shorts. Cash standards quoted 
at 35%c: No. 2 white, 36%c; No. 3 white, 35%4c. 

PROVISIONS —Although initial prices were 
lower, with early heaviness perceptible on hog 
advices, there was a fair demand from packers, 
with some buying by the larger shorts. The 
weakness in grain had effect for a time, but 
offerings were not pressed, with the close firm.

COTTON. 

A good undertone was in evidence during the 
day in the cotton market, and although senti- 
ment did not tend to improve with prices, bears 
were less aggressive, and shorts were nervous. 
Strength was apparent from the outset, and, 
although some pressure was at times manifest, 
the close was near the high of the day. 

A stimulating feature in the situation has 
been the insistent claim that March tenders 
will be readily stopped to-day, The fact that 


prominent spot interests have been good buy- 
ers of March recently has tended to lend color 
to these statements, but on the other hand, that 
month has not shownany extraordinary strength. 
It was furtherasserted that a supposed promi- 
nent holder of March, identified as a Texas 
operator, was making preparations to stop from 
40,000 to 70,000 tenders, if necessary, which 
reports caused quite a little comment. The New 
Orleans market was relatively strong during the 
day, and, while yvesterday was first-notice day 
for March at that centre, but few were in cir- 
culation, and these were readily absorbed by 
exporters. 

Liverpool advices over the holiday were en- 
couraging to holders, and was privately 
cabled that Manchester and the Continent wera 
buying in the English spot market, with a bet. 
ter feeling in evidence, Sentiment seems to be 
a trifle improved abroad, although still mixed, 
as reliable authorities cabled that spinners are 
cautious, while there ig practically no specu- 
lative feeling. 

The dispatches from has 2 South reporting a 
better demand from spots had a cheering effect 
upon holders, although as a partial offsetting 
feature some authorities stated that around 
these prices there was more of a disposition 
to hedge. The belief entertained in many quar- 
ters that the Scott Anti-Future bill will not 
pass this session, also seems to be lessening 
apprehension for the immediate future, while 
reports that ocean freight room engagements 
recentiv have been liberal, probably amounting 
to 40,000 bales, helped to stimulate short cover- 
ing. 

Trade conditiona continue very much mixed. 
and the depreciation shown in New Engiand 
rill shares reflects the unfavorable situation. 
errecially as most all other industrials and 
rallroad shares have heen quite ftrm for sev- 
eral months. Conservative authorities, however, 
area inclined to be hopeful, and, although not 
attempting to predict when an {mprovement 
will set in, they point to the good underlying 
feature. namely, &@ general absence of goods on 
hand. Southern spot markets were unchanged 
from Tuesday, with New York spot cotton quiet 
at 10c advance from the previous close; mid- 
dling uplands 14.10.

Indian Rum Manufactured in 


France is a French Product. 


In sustaining a protest filed by C. D. 
Bunker & Co., the Board of United States 


Subjected to a process of manufacture 
such as to change its nature and char- 
acter and transform it into a spirituous 
beverage of a different kind, the new 
creation may properly be regarded as a 
product of France rather than of the 
West Indies. 

‘ihe board holds, 
exported from Irance it ts entitled to the 
benefits of the reciprocity treaty between 
France and the United States, which was 
in force at the time the rum was brought 
to this country. Judge Somerville states 
in his decision that as a guneral rule if 
raw material is imported from another 
country and undergoes a@ process of manu- 
facture in the country where it arrivés 
it is justly regarded as a product of the 
latter country where manufactured within 
the meaning of the reciprocity agreement. 

he rum in question was assessed by 
the customs authorities at the full rates 
of duty specified in the American tariff, 
no notice being takén of the reciprocity 
treaty with France. The Treasury De- 
partment is ordered to reliquidate the en- 
tries in accordance with the finding of 
the board. 

The protests of several importers re- 
garding the measurement of Almeria 
grapes was sustained. The grapes were 
packed in barrels. It was contended by 
the importer@ that Collector Loeb erred 
in making measurements of the contain- 
ers. According to the importers, the ca- 
pacity of the barrels was less than that 

upon which duty was assessed by the 
Collector, grapes being dutiable accord- 
ine to the cubic capacity of the barrels.
